make a move. Third place was not 
good enough. 

The heat would be the fastest of the 
evening with Haney getting the pole 
for the National. 

The fourth heat was also on restart 
status after a crash by Tom Josephson. 
On the second green light it was 
Yamaha Motor Company's Rick 
Hocking leading the way as it would be 
for the rest of the 10 laps. 

However, the racing was far from 
over. Corky Keener, aboard his self 
sponsored Harley, fought through 
traffic to third only to get bumped to 
fourth. Keener came back putting 
Brad Hurst and Darryl Hurst back a 
notch and then set sights on Hocking. 
Despite a furious confrontation that 
went right down to the flag, Keener 





had to play shadow to winner Hocking. 
The fifth heat fanned the flames that 
heat four had started with a battle 
between Army's Mike Kidd, Ronnie 
Jones and Steve Eklund on his Zanotti 
Enterprises/Castrol mount. 

Jones and Kidd swapped the lead 
furiously as Eklund probed and 
pu the pair using an outside line 

ooking for an opening. At times 
Eklund would power past,on the back 
straight to take the lead only to lose it 
in the turns. 

The final lap saw Jones grab a few 
lengths lead while Eklund went high 
and low trying to get around Kidd. 
The pair closed on Jones and at the 
flag it was a blanket finish with Jones 
on top by half a wheel over Kidd and 
Eklund grimacing in frustration. 


Heat six could have been billed as 
the Scott Brothers Show as Gary led 
Hank to the flag. Gary had little 
problem in winning, but Hank was 
constantly bothered by Billy Labrie 
until Labrie’s engine seized near the 
end. In the pits it was another Gary — 
Gary Chaplin of RPM — who handled 
the chores on Hank's Yamaha. The 
elder Scott depended on his KK Motor- 
cycle Supply/Jack Sisemore Traveland 
Ossa for locomotion. 


Semis 


Only two slots were open from the 
two semis and that meant you had to 
win or forget riding in the National. 

Randy Goss wasn’t about to be left 
out in the cold as he put his factory 
Harley-Davidson out in front early and 
left Lance Jones to hold off all challeng- 
ers for second. 

The second semi got everyone's blood 
boiling as Rick Graham, riding for 
Klotz/Wiseco, and Eklund got into an 
around the track battle that lasted to 
the flag and saw Eklund coming up 
short. 

“What can I say,” shrugged Eklund 
later. “Maybe somebody didn’t want 
me in the National. Graham seemed 
to anticipate my every move and 
blocked my line. That's what I get 
from being a nice guy. I should have 
been a bit more forceful and made my 
move sooner. If I had I would be in the 
National and not waiting for the 
Trophy Race.” 


Junior Invitational 

Yamaha’s five-foot, one-inch, 105- 
pound bundle of Junior class dynamite 
Jimmy Filice proved why he was the 
top Novice in the nation last season 
with an electrifying ride in which he 
spent the majority of time following 
fellow Californian Benjy Zakerian. 
Filice never faltered and waited for the 
right time to make his move. 

On the last lap Filice got past 
Zakarian going into turn one and then 
got a good drive off turn two that held 
to the flag although by then his lead 
had dwindled to two lengths. Suzuki 
mounted Brian Thomas, although lost 
in the excitement at the front, was 
lurking in the shadows all the way wait- 
in for a mistake that he could capitalize 
on. 


Trophy Race 

“I'm sorry I let my fans down,” said 
a disappointed Steve Eklund after his 
runaway win in the Trophy Race. 
“You can bet that we'll be in there at 
the Sacramento Mile in April.” 

Eklund let everyone know that he 
was made by pulling to an almost half 
length lead by the end of the 12 lap 
event over Rookie of the Year 
candidate David Jones. Jones, in turn, 
felt plenty of pressure from Ted 
Davidson who finished a close third. 


National 


Harold Murrell’s egg shaped track 
(sweeping turn ins 1-2 with tight 
corners in 3-4) had „provided good 
racing, plenty of passing and a good 
show all night. The National would be 
no different. 

Haney, Fay, Roberts, Jones, Gary 
Scott and Rick Hocking made up the 
front row of the 6-6-2 starting grid. 
Pearson, Jorgensen, Gennai, Kidd, 
Hank Scott and Keener were row two 
with Goss and Graham on row three. 


To outline the corners, the linesman 
had used a heavier than usual coating 
of lime. It was to prove trouble for a 
number of riders. 

Haney took the tight inside line at the 
start with Roberts rattling his handle- 
bars. As the pair hit turn two, Haney's 
foot created a cloud of lime dust at the 
same time the banging of Roberts 
ticked his bike down a gear. The result 
was Haney dropping to last as he went 
down and Roberts and others inhaling 
the choking dust. 





Roberts had the lead as the first lap 
ended followed by Gary Scott, Fay, 
Jones, Hocking, Kidd, Keener, Pear- 
son and Goss with the rest of the field 
bunched up behind. 

Fay moved to second on the follow- 
ing lap with Jones taking second away 
on lap three. Scott just stayed in third. 
The shuffling and close racing con- 
tinued throughout the pack through 
lap five. 

On the fifth lap Jones let Roberts 
know he was there and the pair 
engaged in a battle for the lead that 
would last through the 18th lap. 
Behind, but not far, rode Fay after 
bumping Gary Scott to fourth with 
Pearson, Hocking, Kidd, Keener, 
Goss, Gennai, Jorgensen, Graham and 
Hank Scott beginning to stretch out. 
Haney was about to park his ride for 
the night. 

Throughout the next five laps Jones 
would take the lead running into the 
corners while Roberts would gobble 
him up coming out. Side-by-side or 
within a wheel of each other, the pair 
dueled all over the track. Meanwhile, 
Fay was biding his time and inching 
closer and closer. 

Gary Scott slowly began to slip back, 
spot-by-spot to his eventual eighth 
place finish as Kidd, Goss and Jorgen- 
sen each began a move forward. Pear- 
son was firmly holding his ground, but 
would find Kidd more than he could 
handle in the closing laps and lose 
fourth place. 

Roberts and Jones raced on through 
the 17th lap in pass, get passed, pass 
fashion. With the cheers alternating 
between Roberts’ and Jones’ fans, 
everyone came away a winner in the 
who can scream louder battle. 

The final three laps were crucial. 
Roberts was leading on lap 17, but lost 
that advantage to Jones going into 
turn one on lap 18 and then saw 
second slip from his grasp as Fay 
capitalized on a slip and went zipping 
by. 

Lap 19 was a blanket procession of 
the top three with Kidd valiantly 
trying to muscle past Pearson while 
Goss did the same to Kidd. 

The final lap: Jones pulled out a 
length or two; Fay left Roberts no 
opening; Kidd got by Pearson out of 
turn two; Goss went side-by-side with 
Pearson at the line but lost by less than 
half a wheel; Jorgensen was right 
behind as was Gary Scott. 


Hocking, Graham, Keener, and 
Hank Scott, rounded out the finishers. 

In the press box, Jones said, “I knew 
I had arrived when I pushed the bike 
up to the starting line and took my 
position next to Kenny Roberts. Beat- 
ing Kenny is a thrill I don't think I'll 
forget.” 

Fay added, “When I passed Kenny 
it was like a dream — Honda always 


wants to beat Yamaha.” 

“Take it easy fellas,” quipped 
Roberts, “I’m an old man. Have a

Larry Roeseler finishing 189th in the 
final points. Four hundred earned num- 
bers were given in just the Trailbike 
class. 

Barry Briggs, who lost a match 
race at Houston to American Jim 
McMurren, was reported to have been 
offered $150,000 to race in the United 
States. 

At the Desert M.C. D-37 hare and 
hound, the winner was legendary J.N.

AMA Supercross Series: Rounds one-two 








Bell doubles at Kingdome 


Supercross opener

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 9-10 

Mike Bell kicked off the 1980 AMA Supercross 
season with back-to-back wins at the Yamaha 
Gold Cup event in Seattle’s Kingdome this clear 
and chilly weekend. 


In Saturday night’s race, he led 


| top three places, teammates Broc 
18 a factory Yamaha sweep of the 


Glover and Marty Tripes follow- 


ing him home. 

Bell made it look easy on Sunday as 
he won his qualifying heat race handily 
and later led the main event from the 
drop of the gate to the checkers 20 laps 
later. 

Honda and Kawasaki did crack the 
Yamaha stranglehold Sunday with 
Texan Steve Wise getting the 
runnerup and Jeff Ward nipping fellow 
Uni-Trak pilot Warren Reid in the last 
corner for third. 

Saturday 
It was evident from the start of the 








weekend’s racing that the revamped 
Kingdome track would be extremely 
fast and the initial practice sessions 
confirmed this. Loose and rocky soil 
soon gave way to numerous deep ruts 
and grooves, though, which mainten- 
ance crews kept flattened as much as 
possible. 

Winner of the qualifying moto for 
alternate riders was Phillip Oveland 
who blitzed his Champion MX Cycles 
Can-Am to an almost uncontested win 
over Tim Michlitsch’s Yamaha and 
Blain Elledge’s Honda, giving them all 
a chance to try to make the final. 

The first qualifying moto saw 
Kawasaki's “Jammin’ Jimmy” Weinert 
take control from Jimmy Ellis’ PDQ 
Yamaha midway through the race. 

Marty Tripes came up through the 
pack and joined Weinert at the front. 
Ellis, Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi 
and Kawasaki's Chappy Blose zipped — 
in behind them to earn a berth in the 
final. 

In the second qualifier, Bell flew by 
early leader Reid after the whoop-de- 
do section, and though he couldn't 
shake the Kawasaki teamster at all, he 
kept his lead intact. 

Steve Wise led a Honda one-two in 
the third qualifier, ahead of Donnie 
Hansen, Team Suzuki's Darrel Shultz 
and = Maico’s Danny “Magoo” 
Chandler. 

Toyota Triplecrown and Superbiker's 
winner Kent Howerton romped his 
works Suzuki through the fourth quali- 
fier, easily beating Jim Gibson’s Honda 
and Marty Moates’ LOP Yamaha. 

Billy Grossi took his Moore & Sons 
Husqvarna to the first semi win ahead 
of Honda-mounted Rick Benek, both 
riders transferring to the main. 


Broc Glover, who hasn't ridden 
many stadium races in the past, looked 
like a strong contender for the final by 
running away with the second semi. 
Suzuki strongman Mark Barnett slipped 
past Honda-mounted Carlos Serrano a 
few laps from the end to also earn a 
spot. 

With only the winner going into the 
big event, the consolation race was a 
do-or-die effort in which Goat Breker's 
U.S. Norstar Kawasaki triumphed, 
just holding off Team Suzuki’s Brian 
Myerscough. 

At the start of the final, Chuck Sun 
blasted his air-cooled RC250 Pro Link 
into the lead. 

Yamaha's Rick Burgett got into 
trouble early when he hit some bumps 
wrong in the first turn and was pitched 
off, taking down Steve Wise among 
others. 

Glover said later, “I couldn't believe 
the start I pulled!” It was indeed a 
good one that put him right behind 
Sun and ahead of Hansen and Bell. 


Sun led the first five laps before 
succumbing to Bell's surge for the 
lead. He began to fade a bit after that, 
dropping to an eventual fourth and 
confessed later that “the only thing 
that held me up was my start. I'm still 
used to my Husky,” he said and as 
such, couldn't get a rhythm going. 

Bell certainly had his clicking as he 
began to stretch his lead after the 
halfway point. It did diminish some- 
what the last few laps, though he 
didn’t ease up. Glover just started to 
find good lines around the rocky 
course. He didn’t pose a serious threat 
to Bell, however. 


Tripes, stuck behind downed riders 
at the start, began to move up after he 
thought that those in front of him 
"weren't going that fast, so I decided 
to go for it.” He moved by Sun for 
third on lap 12. 

Howerton survived an endo in which 
he hurt his left arm and came from the 
back of the pack in a strong charge 
that put him in striking range of Sun 
at the finish.

Sunday 

In Sunday’s alternate qualifier, it 
was Oveland who topped the field 
again, followed by Michlitsch and 
Duane Marker’s Suzuki. 

Bell won the first qualifier over early 
leader Howerton who looked surprising- 
ly fast, though he had trouble hanging 
on over jumps due to his injured arm. 

He put up a game fight when Bell 
passed him, but killed his motor in the 
turn after the bridge. He barely held 
off Barnett at the flag. 

Reid took the second qualifier 
ahead of Wise, Weinert, PDQ’s Arlo 
Englund and Team Yamaha's Rex 
Staten. 

Marty Moates escaped a large first- 
turn pile up in the third qualifier and 
took an unchallenged win ahead of 
Jim Gibson and-Jeff Ward. 

Sun looked like had had his rhythm 
back if his wire-to-wire win in the last 
qualifier was any indication. Trailing 
him in were Shultz, Myerscough, 
Grossi and LOP-sponsored Gary Semics. 

Glover passed Hansen halfway 
through the first semi as they took 
transfer spots while Tripes and LOP's 
Mark Lawrence snared the top places 
in the second semi. 

The consolation went to Burgett 
who went untroubled the whole way, 
unlike Ellis who, while going for the 
lead on the first lap, endoed in the 
whoops, his bike smashing him spec- 
tacularly, especially on the replay on 
the Kingdome screen. 

Though he claimed the track was 
“totally different” from Saturday, Bell 
had no problems adapting to it as he 
motored solitarily in front the whole 
race for his second win in less than 24 
hours at the site of his only Supercross 
triumph of 1979. 

“It was hard leading for so long; it 
seemed like it took forever,” he said 
afterward in reference to the mental 
strain of not knowing if he was pushing 
the pace enough. It was enough to 
make watching the leader an almost 
hum-drum affair, however. 

Had he looked behind him, though, 
Bell would have seen quite a bit 
including Shultz getting off heavily in 
turn one. Though he laid at the track's 
edge quite a while, he was reportedly 
just badly shaken. 


Sun held second for the first half of 
the race while Barnett and Gibson 
went at it for third until Gibson fell. 

Barnett, riding with a taped ankle 
(sprained when he stuck it in a berm 
the previous night), then set out after 
Sun, but his charge came to a halt 
when he ate a hay bale coming off the 
bridge while making his move. 

This put Wise in third and he got 
Sun just after the halfway mark, 
staying a secure second to the finish. 


Behind the frontrunners, a battle 
for third developed between Reid, 
Sun, Ward and Glover. Each rider did 
time there, but Reid and Ward even- 
tually pulled away to make it a private 
contest. 


Ward had looked like a yo-yo as he 
moved up and down in the standings. 
He explained later, though, that he’d 
been taking bad lines. When he saw 
the good lines others were taking, he 
decided to use them and consequently 
moved up. 

On the last lap, Ward was in close 
enough to zap Reid, but time was run- 
ning out. Going into the final corner, 
though, he saw a hint of an opening 
and squeaked his bike underneath 
Reid to snag third. 

Glover fell late in the race where 
Barnett did, letting Staten and a per- 
servering Howerton finish fifth and 
sixth. @

Ogilvie/Miller scorch close 
Parker 400

PARKER, AZ, FEB. 9 


“Those guys were smokin’. That’s all there was 
to it,” was how one competitor summed up the 
SCORE International Parker 400 winning 
ride of Bruce Ogilvie and Chuck Miller. The 


Team Yamaha duo pushed 
their YZ 465G across the 300- 
mile route over California and 
Arizona in a time of five hours, 


eight minutes and 59.14 seconds. 

The win was on elapsed time. First 
across the finish line after having led 
most of the race was the Husqvarna of 
Brent Wallingsford and Scot Harden. 
They had an early start number, and 
knew that nine and a half minutes 
would have to pass before they won. 
When Miller appeared before the time 
limit, the race was his with a slim 
three-minute margin of victory. 

If the margin of victory was close, 
the difference between second and 
third overall was razor-thin. The KTM 
of Tom Kelly and Bob Balentine 
finished only 29 seconds behind 
Wallingsford and Harden on elapsed 
time. 

It was a good day for Yamaha. 
Team Yamaha members Jim Fishback 


and Bob Rutten took the 250cc Class ~ 


21 victory, while Bob Maxwell and 
Randy Coulter won the 125cc Class 20 
on a Mac Douglas-sponsored Yamaha. 

In Class 30, for riders over 30, Las 
Vegas legend Max Switzer teamed 
with Bill Hill to win on a Vegas Cycle 
Maico. Solo rider David Miller from 
Arizona won Class 38 (riders over 38) 
on a Yamaha sponsored by Southwest 
M/C Sales. 

This year's Parker 400 was the 
largest ever in terms of entries, with 
116 motorcycles entered and a total 
vehicle count of 467. The total purse, 
based on 50% payback of entry fees, 
was $77,550. 

Motorcycles started one at a time, 
30 seconds apart. The first two to leave 
the line were the Charles Welk/Mike 
McGowen Yamaha and the Wallings- 
ford/Harden machine. They hit the 
first check running on the same 
minute. 

One of the favorites to win, the 
Yamaha entry of Larry Roeseler and 
Jack ‘Johnson, ran into trouble early. 


Johnson, who was riding, said later, “I 
got a flat four miles off the start and I 
was riding back in the dust with the 
250s. At Turtle Mountain Road, I 
clipped a rock or something and 
bailed. I don’t know what I hit, but I 
hurt my knee. I picked the bike up and 
rode it to where Larry was.” 

By check four, the 70-mile mark, 
Harden was out in front by himself. 
McGowen and Welk were still in 
second physically, but a battle behind 
them was shaping up for the top four 
spots as Miller and Ogilvie, Balentine 
(riding the California loop solo) and 
the 390 Husky of Jeff Kaplan and Rick 
Finger charged up from their starting 
positions in the middle of the pack. 
Miller crashed while trying to catch 
Balentine and Kaplan, but didn't 
damage much and was soon back on 
their tails. 

There was also a close battle going 
on in Class 21 as they finished on the 
California side. The Premier Yamaha 
of Scott and Kent Pfeiffer, the 
Fishback/Rutten Yamaha and the 
Roland McFadden/Brad Baum 
Yamaha were very close on time. 

In Class 20, the KTM of Randy Teel 
and Jeff Cloutier had about a minute's 
lead on the Maxwell/Coulter entry. 

In Class 30, George Erl and George 
Luther (Hus) had the physical lead, 
with the Yamaha of Rick Shirley and 
Smokebomb Gaetz about a minute

replaced the front forks during the 
down time.) Late starters Switzer and 
Hill appeared to have the lead on 
time, however. 

Despite starting last, David Miller 
had the Class 38 lead — physically as 
well as on time — by the California 
finish line. 

All entrants were given a 90-minute 
downtime to transport machines the 
20-odd miles to the Arizona start, as 
well as to perform mechanical repairs. 
Balentine and Kelly used the time to 
change the top end after Balentine 
seized it badly on the 11-mile straight 
known as Thunder Alley. 

Things stayed very tight on the first 
of two laps around the 95-mile 
Arizona course. By the end of the first 
lap, though, Ogilvie and Miller 
appeared to have moved fractionally 
ahead: of Wallingsford and Harden. 
Kelly rode the KTM through both 
Arizona loops, but at the end of the 
first, he had dropped back a couple of 
minutes when the engine continued to 
stick. 

The Pfeiffer brothers appeared to 
have grabbed control of Class 21 after 
Fishback and Rutten came up with a 
flat tire on the Arizona side. 

Both the front-running teams knew 
they had to go for it on the last loop, 
and both did. Wallingsford hit the line 
first, WFO, as the Husky supporters 
shouted for a stopwatch for the nine 


and a half minute‘countdowm “= se" 


Miller, who had taken over after 
Ogilvie rode much of the loop, blasted 
into the finish line with only seven 
minutes or so having gone by in the 
countdown to take the overall win. 
The winners thanked 、the crew at 
Dale's Modern Cycle, their primary 
sponsor last year, who also did much 
of the pitting and preparation for this 
event, and Hi-Point Racing Products. 


Wallingsford and Harden, who had 
won this event for Team Husky the 
past two years, indicated that they had 
had no real problems except for traffic 
on the course. 

Kelly brought the KTM in to finish 
third. “Too many little problems,” 
said Balentine. Fourth went to the 
Welk/McGowen team ahead of Finger 
and Kaplan, who admitted they were 
still getting used to an Open class 
machine after racing a 250cc for two 
years. 


Fifth went to Roeseler and Johnson, 
after Roeseler rode most of the race 
solo and managed to work about 10 
minutes off an original 30 minute 
deficit. 


Pfeiffer and Pfeiffer saw their Class 
21 win go down the tubes when their 
machine seized twice, requiring a 
change of jets on the second loop. 
Fishback and Rutten took it in to 
finish three minutes ahead of the 
Pfeiffers. Rutten arrived at the finish 
minus his helmet visor after a check 
worker had gotten his thumb stuck in 
the stub can on Bob’s handlebars and 
knocked off the visor with his arm in a 
frantic attempt to get free. 


Finishing third in class was the 
Yamaha of Mike Sixbery and Mike 
Eckhardt, followed by solo rider Kent 
Miller, also Yamaha-mounted. 

In Class 20, Maxwell and Coulter 
slipped by the leading KTM on the 
final loop and won. Finishing less than 
two minutes behind was Midas Muffler 
Yamaha of Scott Atchison, who rode 
alone. Teel and Cloutier finished 
third. 

“Bitchin' ride!” grinned Max Switzer 
at the finish, as he and Bill Hill 
teamed to win Class 30 by seven 
minutes. Second went to Mac Douglas 
and Lon Peterson (Yam), despite the 
fact that Peterson was riding with a 
broken rib, and crashed on it again. 
Third went to Shirley and Gaetz. 

David Miller repeated his win in 
Class 38 from last year, finishing with 
a four-minute lead. Also joining Team 
Yamaha this year is the venerable duo 
of Dick Vick and John Watkins. They 
finished second in spite of a raft of 
seizures. “We'll get it sorted out,” 
grinned John. Third went to the team 
of Tom Senner and Ken Thorall on a 
Yamaha. ®

CARLSBAD, CA, FEB. 10 


While the factory stars were away at Seattle 
earning a living at the first round of the Super- 
cross Series, three all-new winners came out 
on top at race number six of the Can-Am- 


sponsored Continental Moto- 
sports Club Golden State Series. 
Team Suzuki support rider 
Scott Burnworth jammed his way 
to the 125cc Pro class win, Euro 
Cycles/Hi-Point speedster Eric 
McKenna pulled off the 250cc Pro 
bout with his Maico, and 
Wheelsmith/Maico support rider 
Steve Rhyan blew off the number 
panels in the Open class. 

Only one race remains in the series, 
this coming weekend at Indian Dunes, 
with the overall series class titles and 
CMC number one plates still up for 
grabs in all three classes. With today's 
races three new points leaders emerged 
by the slightest of margins and nothing 
is left for certain for the final round. 
Yamaha/Moto-X Fox rider Jim Holley 
retook the points lead in the 125cc 
class over Suzuki test pilot Ron Turner 
when Radical Ron suffered a fouled 
plug in the first moto and finished out 
of the running. Mike Brown took over 
the 250cc class lead with his LOP/ 
Yamaha evaluation team bike after 
placing a very close second behind 
McKenna and finding previous series 
top runners Rex Staten and Mark 
Lawrence away in Seattle. And Steve 
Rhyan took over control in the Open 
class from Yamaha's Rex Staten who 
had been leading that class as well up 
to his absence this week. 


125cc Pro 

Team Suzuki rider Scott Burnworth 
dominated the first 125cc moto of the 
day as he roosted out the holeshot and 
led from start to finish. Gary Denton, 
riding for Luft/Honda, had gotten off 
a close second behind Burnworth, but 
Denton soon started disappearing 
back in the pack when his bike 
couldn’t handle the rough Carlsbad 
terrain. Eric Baker merged his Suzuki 
into second as Denton dropped back, 
with Rick Maki, Drey Dircks, Dean 
Cates and Moto-X Fox riders Holley, 
Jeff Watts and Mike Preston right 
behind. 


The threesome of Baker, Dircks and 
Maki provided the hottest and most 
exciting racing of the moto as they 
bashed their way back and forth in a 
see-saw battle for second place. Dircks 
finally settled it in his favor as the 
Arizona Yamaha rider claimed second 
behind Burnworth at the finish line, 
ahead of Baker, Holley (who had 
charged his way up from a poor start 
to fourth), Yamaha's Rick Johnson, 
Maki and Watts. The biggest disap- 
pointment of the day was to see series 
class leader Ron Turner sidelined just 
after the start with a fouled plug in his 
T-model Suzuki. 

Once again it was Burnworth 
kicking out the lead of the second 15- 
lap moto, again ahead of Denton, this 


time a hot sparking Ron Turner, 
Holley and Maki. 

“Im going to come back and win 
the second moto,” Turner had vowed 
after his fouled plug in the first. “I still 
have to try for a good overall finish, 
and then perhaps, if Holley doesn’t do 
too well I can win back my Series lead 
at Indian Dunes.” 

Radical Ron was trying his best 
which was good enough to slingshot 
himself past teammate Burnworth and 
into the lead on the third lap. Once 
again Denton was fading back with 
suspension problems as Team Mugen 
star Johnny O’Mara had his water- 
pumper pegged at the boiling point 
and cooked past Maki, Holley, and 
then Burnworth to move into second 
on lap five. 

Both O’Mara and his Mugen were 
definitely the quickest and best 
handling pair on the track as Johnny O 
steamed his way past Turner on the 
gnarly downhill to take the lead. That 
was the last anyone would see of 
O'Mara for the afternoon as he would 
go on to take the moto win. Turner 
still might have held his secure second 
place, but then began experiencing 
other problems which eventually 
dropped him back to 10th by motos 
end and blocked any chance at 
reclaiming his series points lead. 
Holley would take over the points lead 
by pushing his way past Burnworth to 
snatch second for the moto, tailed by 
Jeff Watts. Mike Preston had been up 
to fourth ahead of Watts midway 
through the moto until a flat rear tire 
put him out of action. Burnworth's 
third place for the final moto, 
combined with his first moto win, were 
more than good enough for the 
afternoon’s overall win. 
250cc Pro 

It was a bummer day for Yamaha 
support rider Scott Gillman, formerly 


of Team Suzuki. After four straight 
weekends of seized motors in the 
Florida Warm-Up Series, Scott 
returned home to SoCal racing where 
he expected a little better luck. It 
almost seemed like things were going 
his way as he pulled off the start of the 
first 250cc moto ahead of Mike Brown, 
Gary Ogden, Tim Lunde, Ed Arnet 
and Scott Johnson. But then on lap 
two when Brown tried to put his 
Yamaha into the lead at the top of 
Carlsbad's big hill, Gillman washed 
out his front wheel, was thrown over 
the bars and put out of action for the 
rest of the day. 

Once Brown had the lead he began 
making tracks for the sunset, building 
up a huge lead that reached 15 
seconds at one point. Ogden held his 
Husqvarna support team bike in 
second ahead of Lunde and Moto-X 
Fox's Pete Wanket, but out of the dust 
from behind, Eric McKenna was 
making up quick ground. Within 
three laps McKenna had blown past 
Wanket, Lunde and Ogden to claim 
second place with his Euro Cycles 
Maico. Brown was just too far out 
front to be caught though, cruising 
home to a safe 10-second lead at the 
finish. 

If McKenna had gotten a better than 
last place start in the first moto, then 
Brown's win might have been a 
different story. As it was he had done 
well to move up from an opening lap 
pile-up which had also left Suzuki's 
Ron Turner and Moto-X Fox's Lenny 
Giger dazed and dusted. 

Moto two would be McKenna's 
chance as he gassed his way up from a 
second place start behind Turner this 
time, taking the lead on lap three, 
then came Ogden, Brown, Steve 
Banning, Johnson and Giger. Mike 
Brown was not about to stay back and 
eat dust after his first moto win and 


の 


dialed his Yamaha past Ogden and 
Turner to begin closing on McKenna 
into the fifth lap. 

For three laps Brown hounded 
McKenna to check out his lines then 
pulled up beside him to begin a wild 
pass-and-repass, literally handlebar- 
tangling fight for the remaining half 
of the moto. Sometines the lead would 
change three or four times a lap 
between the two as they would outstuff 
each other in the corners and then try 
to outjump each other on the big 
downbhill; the speed which would put 
them into wide-eyed tank slappers all 
the way down to the bottom where 
they would repass each other again in 
the corner at the bottom. It was 
McKenna who could hold out the 
strongest and the longest when it 
finally came down to the final half a 
lap to the finish line as he led Brown 
across by just a matter of a few bike- 
lengths. It was one of the most exciting 
battles of the series and gave McKenna 
the overall win for the day, moving 
him up to within close striking 
distance of Brown for the overall series 
class win. Finishing out the final moto 
in third place was Ron Turner, then 
Randy Losh, Bryan Maloney and 
Lenny Giger as Husky’s Gary Ogden 
went out on the last lap with bike 
problems while running fourth. 


500cc Pro 

It was obvious that Steve Rhyan was 
out to claim the lead in the 500cc class 
from Yamaha's Rex Staten as he 
roosted out the opening moto holeshot 
with his Wheelsmith 450 Maico. 
Latched into second spot was Suzuki 
School of Motocross instructor Bob 
Elliot, followed by Maico rider Val 
Tamietti, Tim Locey, Dave Gerig, 
Larry Hooper and then Eric 
McKenna, riding his second class of 
the day. 


Quickly Rhyan pulled out a strong 
lead which had him running 10 
seconds ahead of the pack by lap four. 
McKenna was the quickest of the 
group behind and making up a 
position on Rhyan nearly every lap, 
but by the time McKenna was finally 
able to break his way clear of the pack 
and into second place there were just 
four laps to go and he had no energy in 
reserve to close up the remaining 
distance on Rhyan and the lead. 
Rhyan took his moto win in stride 
ahead of McKenna by a good 10 
seconds, tailed by Locey, Dan Turner 
(having moved his Maico up to fourth 
position), then Hooper, Alan Smith, 
Randy Losh and Steve Gall. 


The drop of the gate for moto two 
and Danny Turner traded his poor 
start in moto one for the lead of moto 
two with his Bill Harrison Construc- 
tion-sponsored Maico. Tamietti had 
his Maico in second, at least for a 
while before dropping back again, 
ahead of Gerig, Locey, Rhyan and 
then McKenna in 10th. 

Quickly Rhyan began knifing his 
way up towards Turner's lead with 
McKenna in hot pursuit. Then on lap 
five McKenna jackhammered his way 
off the track and out of the race with a 
broken shock. With McKenna not 
breathing down his jersey any longer, 
Rhyan now had a clear shot at the 
overall win, but was still determined to 
pick off Locey for second at the 
halfway point, then try and close on 
Turner for the win. 

Once Locey was passed Rhyan tried 
to close on Turner with five laps still 
remaining, but Danny wasn’t about to 
let that happen and picked up his 
speed to hold Rhyan off by a good 
margin the rest of the way to the 
checkered flag. For Rhyan it didn't 
really matter that much he did finish 


the moto in second, since he still had ` 


the overall win and would take over 
the series points lead from Staten. Tim

Sagebrush Rebellion status, 
naming the bad guys, hopeful 
legislation 

The on again/off again veto 
override attempt of Assembly- 
man Bob Hayes’ (R-San Fernan- 
do) Sagebrush Rebellion bill is 
still in limbo at this time. The bill, 
which was passed unanimously by both 
houses of the legislature last year, 
would have paved the way for the state 
to take over management of the lands 
presently mismanaged by the BLM.

The governor vetoed the bill during 
the legislative recess and now Hayes 
has until March 6 to bring the measure 
before the Assembly for an override 
showdown. 

Veto override fever seems to have hit 
the capitol again and things are look- 
ing better for the prospects of pulling 
it off. Hayes is waiting for the best 
time to call for the showdown vote. 
Right now, according to Hayes’ office 
spokesman, the Governor has asked to 
negotiate a settlement which might 
avoid an embarrassing veto override. 
Hayes feels he has most of the neces-

sary 54 votes committed, but needs to 
give the Governor a chance to “save 
face” before he can count on the votes 
of some key Democratic assemblymen. 
The thinking is that if the Governor 
refuses to compromise in negotiations, 
the Democrats in the Assembly are 
free to support the override motion. 
This column will continue to monitor 
the situation and will publish a com- 
plete “blow-by-blow” when showdown 
day arrives. 

Another off-road bill by Assembly- 
man Hayes reached the Assembly floor 
for a vote last week and Hayes’ office 
released a copy of the vote record. 
This particular bill (AB 1620) will 
authorize the Department of Parks 
and Recreation to begin planning for 
a network of motorcycle trails which 
might eventually reach from Oregon 
to the Mexican border. The bill simply 
allocates some funds from the Green 
Sticker Fund (our own money) to the 
Department to begin a planning study. 
Even a relatively innocuous bill such as 
this will meet with opposition from 
those who are totally against off-road 
vehicles. The floor vote went 59 for, 14 
against, with eight members not 
voting. The opposition was led by 
Assemblyman Terry Goggin from the 
San Bernardino area. Most of his dis- 
trict includes the area just west of San 
Bernardino. We only mention this 
since Goggin has consistently fought 
against bills which would provide suit- 
able areas for motorcycle recreation. 
He was one of the key players opposing 
Hayes’ AB 101 last year. Keep his 
name in mind later this year when elec- 
tion time rolls around. It’s interesting 
that Goggin represents the very area 
where our favorite rider, The Duck, 
lives. Too bad the Phantom Duck of 
the Desert isn't on the ballot in that 
district..... hmmmmmm. 

Besides Goggin, the other “bad guy” 
votes came from: Agnos (San Francisco), 

















Alatorre (East Los Angeles), Bates (Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa Counties), Cos- 
ta (Madera, Mariposa and part of 
Fresno), Elder (Long Beach), Gage 
Napa, Solano and Sonoma), Hannigan 
(Yolo and Sacramento), Harris (Oak- 
land), Hart (Santa Barbara), Robin- 
son (Orange County — around Santa 
Ana-Garden Grove), Rosenthal (Los 
Angeles-Fairfax area to Studio City), 
and Norm Waters (Alpine, Amador, 
Calaveras, El Dorado, San Joaquin, 
Tuolumne and South Sacramento 
Counties). 


If you live or have a business in any 
of these guys’ districts, why not look up 
their local office phone number; tell 
them you are watching their votes and 
suggest they do better in the future. 
Might not hurt to remind them that 
their votes on the Sagebrush override 
(AB 1407) will be recorded here as 
well. That kind of information helps 
influence votes in an election year. Use 
your influence! It works. 

Other important legislation which is 
moving through the process includes 
Assemblyman Chappie’s (R-Roseville) 
AB 2111 which will be hard in commit- 
tee on Feb, 26, and Assemblyman 
McAllister’s (D-Milpitas) AB 1966 to 
be heard in committee on Feb. 13. 
Chappie’s bill will remove the Off- 
Highway Vehicle program from the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
and place it in the State Lands Divi- 
sion. McAllister’s bill will exempt 
persons owning an interest in lands 
from liability if they open those areas 
for recreation. This will change ex- 
isting law and clarify that persons own- 
ing an easement over lands are exempt 
if someone gets hurt while using that 
easement for recreation. This pro- 
vision will help get certain utility 
rights-of-way opened up for bike 
trails.

In the day's 
racing, International Yamaha- 
sponsored Mike Shoemaker took a 
four-moto, double overall sweep of 
both the 250 and 500cc Pro classes, 
with last-lap efforts that put him on 
top in each class. Taking home the 
125cc money was Mike’s International 
Yamaha teammate, Steve Schmitz, 
who also took both motos. 

The first race to go off the line were 
the 125cc Pros, where Schmitz pulled 
the holeshot and led from start to 
finish. John Whelchel trailed in second 
from the start, and although he was 
never pressured the entire moto, he 
could never capture Schmitz. 

The best battle of the moto was for 
the show spot, held by Dirt Bike 
Magazine's Johnny Rudder on the first 
lap. Jim Simons moved up and began 
to dice with Rudder, in only his second 
ride with the Professionals, and 
slipped past. Not intimidated, Rudder 
quickly slipped back around, and took 
Simons by total surprise. After 
following for a lap, Simons figured out 
Rudder's weakness, the sandwash, and 
motored past for an uncontested third 
place. Bobby Ryan, Eddie Perry and 
Tony Gomez all got around Rudder in 
the late laps, when the heat took its 
toll on him. 

Moto two was a re-run of the first, 
with Schmitz and Whelchel running 1- 
2 into the first turn, and on the course 
for the entire moto. Whelchel put 
heavy pressure on Schmitz for 13 laps, 
never allowing more than two 
bikelengths between himself and the 
leader, but Schmitz rode flawlessly, 
and took the checkered flag out front 
for the overall. Simons held third at 
the beginning of the race, but dropped 
back to fifth, then repossed Tony 
Gomez and Darrel Frank for the show 
spot and third overall. 

Shoemaker's romp began in the 
500cc Pro class, where he and Tri- 
Tech Yamaha-mounted - Pete 
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Mike Shoemaker, a double winner at CRC’s Indian Dunes MX, leads the pack. 


Snorteland went head to head for 12 
laps. Snorteland grabbed the holeshot 
with Shoemaker, Doug Taft and Bob 
Schulz behind. At the end of the first 
lap, Schulz overtook Taft, but 
Shoemaker and Snortland were 
already pulling away and battling for 
the lead. On the second lap, 
Shoemaker flew by Snorteland on the 
double sand jumps, but in the next 
corner, Snorteland slipped .inside of 
Shoe and regained the lead. 

The duo chased each other for seven 
more laps, until they began’ lapping 
traffic. Then Snorteland pulled out an 
very good lead as Shoemaker fought to 
get around the slower riders. With two 
laps remaining, it looked as though 
Snorteland had the win in his hip 
pocket, but Shoemaker made a 
desperate charge and reeled him in at 
the white flag. Snorteland held him off 
until the final two turns, and then 
bobbled in a rough, sandy straight 
right before the finish ess, and 
Shoemaker clipped inside for the win. 
Schulz held on to his third at the wire. 

Round two „was another 
Shoemaker/Snorteland bout, but this 
time Shoemaker took the holeshot with 
Snorteland eating the dust. On the 
second lap, Shoemaker and 
Snorteland were side-by-side in the 
sand, with Schulz a distant third, but 
that was the closest Snorteland could 
get to the lead, as Shoemaker took 
command. He went on to win the 
moto and overall, as Snorteland and 
Schulz motored in for second and 
third overall. 

The 250cc overall was another torquer 
for Shoemaker, but this time Kolbe 
Cycles’ Bobby Kline was the man to 
contend with. In the first moto, 
Shoemaker grabbed the holeshot, but 
Kline shot by early. Shoemaker 
dogged steadily for the whole first 
three-quarters of the race, in which 
Kline rode so crazily that he proceeded 
to nearly bail five times, right in front 
of Shoemaker. Finally, in the last few 
laps, Kline got a little too loose, and 
Shoemaker slipped around for the 
win. Tony Gomez charged up from a 
bad start to take third at the wire, with

Ed Arnet and Pete Snorteland running 
4-5. 

In moto two, Shoemaker grabbed 
the holeshot and Kline was again right 
on his rear fender applying heavy 
pressure. On the second circuit, 
Shoemaker overshot the turn at the 
end of the double-sand jumps and 
Kline motored inside to take the lead. 
This position held up for another six 
laps, but Shoemaker was too precise 
and slipped around Kline late in the 
race again for the win and another 
overall for the afternoon. Kline’s pair 
of seconds earned him second overall 
payback, as Gomez took another 
third. Snorteland and Arnet traded 
positions this time, and it was 
Snorteland with the fourth and fourth 


overall, and Arnet fifth on both 
counts.

Mother Nature and the Califor- 
nia Racing Club joined forces at 
Riverside Raceway to successfully 
put on the Outlaw Grand Prix. 
Most GPs suffer from poor track con- 
ditions after just a few races due to the 
difficulties involved in maintaining 
lengthy courses, but generous amounts 
of rainfall early in the week and care- 
ful preparation combined to keep all 
four miles of the Outlaw in top condi- 
tion all day.

Thad Friday, also Yamaha- 
mounted, filled the spot left by Tedder 
and took it home. Bob Broten 
rounded out the top four. 

In the 250cc Pro class, it was Don 
Griewe of Cycle World who took the 
race from flag to flag in spite of a 
touch of the flu. His 1980 Maico 
stretched out the lead every lap with 
Scott Kinnie (Yam) holding down 
second. 

But by far the closest race'of the day 
was in the 125cc Pro ranks where Dean 
Cates (Suz) diced with Willie Simmons 
(Yam) for 45 minutes non-stop, 
Simmons was in the lead right out of 
the hole, but at the end of the lap one 
Cates held it by a hair. On a track that 
has - seven minute lap times, you 
wouldn't expect two riders to stay very 
close for more than a couple of laps, 
but Cates and Simmons were glued to 
each other. It was only in the late part 
of the race that they finally began to 
spread apart. Cates took the win with 
Simmons still hot on his trail. The 
$1000 purse was divided up between 
the top riders in all three classes.

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Top sportsman was Tracy Travis 
who took the 250cc Intermediate class 
after leading nearly all of it. Buster 
Lawrence, a familiar name in the 
Veterans class, followed Travis to 
second place. 

After all the normal races had been 
run, the multi wheelers took to the 
track. The Honda Odyssey race was 
divided into three divisions for stockers, 
modified and unlimited machines, but 
it was a division two driver that took 
the overall win. Steve Gleim and his 
modified Odyssey beat everybody to 
the line, including all the unlimiteds. 

After that it was time for the fun 
event of the day, the team race. The 
rule read that it could be two riders on 
one bike or two riders on two bikes, 
but few teams elected to go the double 
bike route. Topping the event was the 
UpTite Products duo of Jeff Kaplan 
and Greg Blechman, riding a 390 
Husky.

Snorteland snares 
a pair at CRC 
Dunes MX

VALENCIA, CA, JAN. 27 
Since switching to new Yamaha 
YZ-Gs, Tri Tech/Sy Klops’ Pete 
Snorteland has been putting to- 
gether some very consistent and 
very impressive rides, like he did out at 
the California Racing Club’s bi-weekly 
mototocross at Indian Dunes. Snorte- 
land took four moto victories and top 
money in both 250cc and Open Pro 
categories. Another double-moto win- 
ner took the one-two-five Professionals: 
A.J. Whiting, also Yamaha-mounted, 
but riding for A.J. Racing Products 
and the Yamaha Support Program. 

The first Pro class out of the gates 
was the 250s, where Snorteland took 
command.

The pair ran away with the show as 
they fought all moto long for the 
victory. At the checkers, Snorteland 
proved to be the faster of the two as he 
held on to his lead. Jim Ellis trailed 
along in third, while Mike Van Acker 
and Gene Manhire battled for fourth 
and fifth. 

In the second moto, again it was 
Snorteland and Zahrt putting on the 


early charges, but Zahrt, (On, anew | , 
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RM250T, began having difficulties 
handling the Suzuki as the throttle be- 
gan sticking. Finally it jammed wide 
open, and Kenny found himself diving 
into, and right through most of the 
corners. He finished the moto, but 
back in 12th, and could only pull 
seventh overall for his efforts. Mean- 
while, Snorteland enjoyed another lead, 
and went on for the win and overall. 
Darrel Anderson picked up second, to 
go with his first moto eighth, which 
earned him third overall behind Ellis, 
who took another third. 

In the 15-rider 125cc Pro class, 
Whiting by no means had it easy.

Round two saw both Whiting and 
Simons again out front, and again it 
was the Yamaha of A.J. taking charge 
and holding on until the checkered 
flag came out. Simons again had to sit 
back and watch from second place, 
but this time it was Willys little 
brother in third, Jimmy Simons. 
Overall it went Whiting, Simons, then 
Darryl Zumstien with a pair of fourths, 
Matt Whiting, and Jimmy Simons with 
a 9-3 ride. 

The last Pro race of the day was the 
Open Pros. In their first moto, it looked 
as if it would be a Yamaha romp, as 
Snorteland and Don Draskovich went 
to the head of the pack, with Cycle 
Guide Magazine's Dean Taylor and 
Simi Valley Cycles Dave Haugh 
behind. Snorteland and Draskovich 

ulled out into the front and set up a 
2 cat and mouse game for the lead, 
which went to Snorteland at the flag. 
Taylor held off Haugh for third, while 
Ronnie Gibson picked up fifth. 

Round two looked like a repeat of 
the first, as Draskovich and Snorteland 
led the parade. For the entire race, the 
two went 1-2, and again at the 
checkers it was Snorteland's Yamaha 
edging out the YZ of Draskovich. Haugh 
went in for third this time, which gave 
him third overall, followed by Rob 
Rollins and Taylor, who picked up 
fourth in the final tallies.

From the start to the 
finish of both motos Marty dominated 
the whole show. In the first moto Bob 
Elliott (Suz) was going hub to hub with 
Moates until a machine malfunction 
put Bob to the rear of the pack of 20 
riders. Yamaha hotshoe Peter Wanket 


wasted no time in getting into second 


to pressure Moates for the rest of the 
race. Clint Hardick (Suz) finished the 
race in third with another Suzuki 
rider, Fritz Schlegal, crossing the 
finish line in fourth. Danny Burtt 
(Yam) and Pat “Hot Dog” Hubbs 
(DMG) took the fifth and sixth place 
points. 

The second time around Moates 
and Wanket came screaming around 
the Suzuki Tower at exactly the same 
moment. Moates had a few inches on 
Pete by the time they reached the 
second turn. In this race Marty always 
knew there was a Wanket waiting to 
get by him, however that never came 
to be. After some shifting of positions 
Hardick had another strong third with 
Phil Johnson (Suz) and James 
Gochmansky (C-A) working into the 
next places. Fritz Schlegal had a very 
hard get off at the first of the race and 
managed to work his way back to 
finish in the money. Moates took home 
a nice fat $100 with Wanket, Hardick, 
Johnson and Schlegal sharing the rest 
of the purse.

He was 
untouchable in the Open class as he 
left the battling to Wayne Martin, 
Jerry Lowell, Paul Huffman and 
Amateur Roland Dean.

Holmes, who 
rides for the White Cloud Ranch of 
Malibu, always shows an amazing 
renewed strength and stamina during 
the last lap. Although this amazing 
finish closed the gap between Holmes 
and Odle, the 16-year-old Holmes 
settled for second. First and second 
Amateurs, Brad Zimmerman and 
Kenny Guyett aced the number one 
plate holder, Expert Robert Pfetzing, 
for third and fourth overall, while 
Steve Braseny claimed third Amateur. 
Top Novice riders were Lester 
Vasquez, John Penner and Jon 
Speight. Top Beginners were Craig

Craig Adams (KTM) holds the 
number one plate in the 250cc class 
and that’s where he finished. Mike 
Baker (Yam) son of Dallas Baker, and 
Phil Thorstensen (Hon) played switch- 
a-roo for the lead for several laps. 
Thorstensen dropped back to third, 
leaving Adams and Baker in an all out 
dice. The 18-year-old Baker, who 
rides for Orange County Cycle, gave 
Adams a good run for his money and 
took a close second. 

Karl Davis, Brad Zimmerman and 
Norman Francis claimed top 
Amateurs. Bryon Statham, Wayne 
Jewell and Charles Montilepre were 
top Novices. The top Beginners were 
Rod Beachner, Vince Ruech and 
Chuck Dodson. 

The 80cc overall was claimed by 
“Racin' Jason” Prater. Prater, who 
rides for Dale’s Modern Cycle, and 
Bellflower Yamaha's Keith Senn 
created an exciting side by side dice 
for the first four laps. The pair had a 
two-minute lead over the pack being 
led by Bellflower Yamaha's Dave 
Trager. On the fifth lap, “Racin’ 
Jason” came around alone and was 
untouchable from that moment on. 
The two Bellflower riders were having 
problems. Senn overshot a turn and 
Trager spun out on a sandy hill. At 
this point, Shannon Shamblin and 
Barry Crawford took over second and 
third. Beginner Dwayne Serdinsky and 
Novice Jimmy Shamblin passed the 
downed Senn for fourth and fifth. 

Rusty Lloyd claimed second Novice 
and Scott Geilenfeld took second 
Beginner, The real crowd pleaser was 
six-year-old “Mad Matt” on a 50cc.

With a pea soup fog hanging over 
the ultra-fast sand track, action was 
abounding as powerhouse Suzuki 
campaigner Rick Ryan turned a few 
heads with a victory during division 2 
of the 125cc Intermediate class. After 
a few weeks of hard luck, Ryan 
overcame the constant pressure of 
Yamaha-mounted Dave Furrer. Moto 
one saw a seesaw battle between Furrer 
and Ryan with Allen Silhanek (Yam) 
and Cory Cantaloupi (Yam) in tow. 
Ryan used every trick in the book to 
get past the crafty rider from Dinuba 
but it was to no avail as Furrer held the 
gas to the max and claimed the first 
moto win.

Sutphin brothers 
dazzle at M.R.A. 
trials

BEAGLE, OR, JAN. 27

at the Motorcycle Riders Assoc- 
iation trials held near Medford, 
Oregon. Sutphin rode his Bultaco 
through the 11 sections losing only 43 
points. 

The 11 sections in the course each 
had two routes. The Intermediate 
Trials and Intermediate Trails classes 
rode the hard routes while the 
Beginner Trials and Trails classes rode 
the easier ones. The area is rather 
unique in that practically the entire 
course was layed ot on a huge slab 
of bedrock. This rock stretches for 
about one-half mile and lies on a 
hillside. Some of the rock is covered 
with a layer of soil and moss. The rock 
formation contains many drop-offs, 
cliffs, crevices and odd formations 
which offer a multitude of possibilities 
for a trials course. There's also a creek 
running through the area which was 
used in six sections. The other five 
sections were laid out on the rock, one 
of which contained a 30-inch log 
which the rider had to jump over. 

Sections 1, 2, and 3 were rock 
sections with 2 and 3 containing some 
mud to add to the fun. Most of the 
Intermediates had little trouble with 
2 and 3, but none of the Intermed- 
iates cleaned section 1 on their first 
lap. 

Sections 4,5,6,7 and 8 all went 
through the creek. Number 8 was the 
most difficult because the rider had 
to exit the creek onto some rocks which 
got extremely slick as they got wet. 

Sections 9 and 10 were the hardest 
on the course. The Intermediate 
Trials riders were the only riders to 
negotiate them. Both of these sections 
were on solid bedrock. Nine contained 
a 3-foot verticle rise immediately after 
entering the gate. Next was a 4-foot 
rock knob and an extreme off camber 
turn, then over another rise of about 2 
feet. Once over that part the rider had 
two ruts to cross, both about 2 feet 
wide and deep. The ruts were solid 
rock, too far apart to jump and too 
close together to drop into. Only two 
riders cleaned section 9. Keith 
Rodrigues and Jerry Kafer both did so 
on their final lap. 

Section 10 had a rise of about 30 
feet which was a nearly vertical, solid 
rock. After coming up this cliff, the 
rider made a tight right turn, dropped 
over a 4-foot ledge, made a sharp left 
turn and came right back up onto the 
4:foot ledge. And if that wasn’t 


enough, the rider then had to jump a 
30-inch log before exiting the section. 

The final section, number 11, was 
another creek section which was filled 
with big wet moss-covered round 
rocks. There were a lot of anxious 
moments in 11. The water is very cold 
in Oregon this time of year! 

After all the riders had completed 
their four laps, the results were 
compiled. Ron Sutphin was the winner 
in the Intermediate Trials class 
receiving only 43 points and 27 cleans. 
Jerry Kaffer received 54 points and 
had 19 cleans for second. David 
Griffith won the Intermediate Trail 
class with 75 points and 8 cleans. 
Behind David was a Husky automatic 
rider by the name of Tyrrell Hart. 
Tyrrell received 91 points and 15 
cleans. In the Beginners Trial class, 
Quinion Swank was the victor with 
only 13 points and 26 leans out of a 
possible 36. He had no five's or three's 
on any of his score cards either! 
Quinion had, by far, the least amount 
of points for the day. Keep in mind 
however, that none of the Beginners or 
Intermediate Trail riders rode the very 
difficult sections 9 and 10. Last, but 
far from least, Fred Pariani was first in 
the Beginning Trail class on his IT 175 
Yamaha with 85 points and 5 cleans. 

After all the serious riding was over, 
Don Sutphin, event organizer and 
local Expert, dazzled everyone with his 
trials talent, first by jumping over a 
can on a completely flat surface, 
second by jumping on the 30-inch log 
which had been used earlier and then 
riding the entire length of the log 
before jumping off the other end. The 
third thing Don did was to stop his 
bike on an absolute flat surface and 
then procede to crawl all over the 
machine with nothing holding the 
machine up but skill and balance. But 
the the grand finale, Don promised me 
the opportunity to take a picture of 4 
guys standing on a trials bike with 
nothing holding the machine up and 
on a flat surface. Don’s not much for 
keeping promises because just as I 
clicked my last picture of three 
standing on the squashed Ossa, two 
more jumped on and that made five! @

Rakestraw, Jones

“Tuff” Freed (Yam) was in the 
hunt, but had to settle for third 
behind Tiger and Vreeland. 

Bryan “Boom Boom” Abernathy 
(Yam) could have been called “Flyin’ 
Bryan” as he literally flew by Todd 
Bray (Suz) in the air to take round two 








of Mini Senior action. Bray was second 
in both rounds after leading with 
“Killer” Carroll Richardson (Yam) 
coming back for a close third after 
becoming the victim of a Bray “bump- 
n-run” in round one and a slide out in 
round two, 

Bray came back in the 100cc Novice 
race to win after disposing of early 
leader Mike Foytik (Suz). After a very 
close round one battle, Bray won 
handily in round two when his closest 
competition, Foytik, lost a footpeg 
early in the moto. Shannon Murray 
(Yam) inherited second as Rick Green

column. 

Dean Miller (Yam) was most con- 
sistent in the 125cc Novice Division I 
event. Miller, aboard a new “yellow 
bird,” was second in both motos with 
Nate Britt (Yam) dropping to seventh 
in moto two due to a “Texas turf test” 
after winning round one. In round 
two, Mark Nelson (Kaw) was the man 
on top with Miller keeping close com- 
pany. Overall it was Miller (2-2), 
Nelson (4-1), Britt (1-7) and Bob 
Mitchell (Suz, 5-5). 

In Division II Mike Foytik (Suz) 
made up for his 100cc class problems 
with another winning effort in the 
125cc Novice wars. Foytik was flawless 
with a 1-1 effort. Chris “Rocket” Retra 
(Hon) was second all morning with 
Brian Robertson (Hon) a close and 
consistent third, 

Rodger Schellenberger (Yam) head- 
ed a large field of 250cc Novices with 
Kirk Royse (Hon) second after first- 
round winner Wayne Carnes dropped 
to eighth in round two for fifth overall. 
Bobby Belz (Hon) was consistent 
enough for third with Vern Jablonsky 
fourth. 

Intermediate and Pro practice 
followed a short intermission for track 
maintenance. The racing was action- 
filled every time the gate hit the 
ground as in the 125cc Intermediate 
class.

(Yam) in second, Squier third, and 
Cordova fourth. Overall it was 





Goodier (1-1), Squire (2-3), Rhodes (4- 
2) and Cordova (6-4). 

Mike “Dr. J” Jones (C-A) rode to an 
impressive victory over a talented field 
of 250cc Pros. Californian Jeff Jennings 
(Hon) led round one at the drop of the 
gate with Nick “The Stick” Cordova 
(Yam), Monte Anderson (Yam), Derek 
Wedding (Hus) and “Dr. J” in hot 
pursuit. With six laps gone, Jennings 
was still out front, as Cordova looped 
his bike while running second ahead of 
Wedding, Anderson and Jones. Wed- 
ding moved up to challenge Jennings 
as Anderson dropped his bike in a turn 
allowing Jones to slip by. Jennings 
managed to hold off Wedding at the 
checkers with “Dr. J” in third and 
Anderson fourth, Round two had “Dr. 
J’ in front on the restart with Jennings 
moving by on the first lap. Jennings 
led the first six laps until he stalled his 
bike in a turn which allowed Jones, 
Wedding and Anderson to slip by.

Magnum-mounted Sean O’Brien while 
Bobby Kyle (Yam) rode third and John 
Kolbensvik (Mai) held off Steve Mul- 
holland (Yam) for fourth. 

In round two O’Brien pulled the 
holeshot as the “Magic Man” followed 
in hot pursuit. On lap two, “Magic 
Man” moved by for good as the pair 
exited a sweeper. The awesome power 
was evident, as three-foot roosts came 
from both rear wheels with Anderson 
holding the advantage as he and 
O’Brien reached the next corner.

Daytona guide to saving bucks, 
picking winners and planning 
your speedweek 


With all the talk about inflation, 
gasoline and costs in general, we 
feel it’s in order to devote a 
column to the Daytona events 
and possibly assist a lot of fans in cut- 
ting corners so they can be a part of 
the whole week-plus. 

Airlines 

Right now the airlines, all of them, 
are complaining about the high costs 
of fuel and the decrease in the number 
of passengers that are flying. 

Yes, the cost of a plane ticket has 
gone up but just about every airline is 
offering some type of “Special” 
between now and March 27. 

Check the airlines, but when you 
call don't just ask the price of a round- 
trip coach fare ticket. Ask them 
instead, “What is the lowest fare I can 
get? And I don’t care what time of-day 
or night I have to fly.” 

Daytona now has more than just one 
major airline flying into their fair city. 
But a lot of us over the years have 
flown into Orlando or Jacksonville 
instead of right into Daytona. 

Air traffic and the number of 
airlines have increased into Orlando in 
the last year. Jacksonville and Daytona 
are still classed as what you would call 
secondary airports but Orlando is now 
up there with the big boys. 

It is an easy drive from Orlando to 
Daytona and back. From Orlando one 
can fly to Miami, Atlanta or points 
west without too much effort. 

Eastern is still offering one of those 
packages where two people can fly 
anywhere Eastern goes for one fare, 
and you can get off and back on again 
many times. 

Here in the west at least, there is 
more than one airline which will fly 
you to Atlanta for a full fare and you 
can take anybody you want along for 
$49.00 each way. The woods are full of 
“deals” that cover the period of the 
Daytona event. 

Motel Rooms 

I haven't really heard of anybody 
not being able to find a room in the 
Daytona area for several years. The 
last time the area filled up was when 
all those charter flights from Europe 
came over to watch Agostini ride — 
and win. 

You hear a lot of wild high prices 
being quoted for a room at Daytona. 
But it is just like Las Vegas. If you 
want to stay on the beach you will pay 
for it. But Daytona probably has more 
“Mom & Pop” motel operations than 
any other city in the U.S. and the rates 
are far lower than the big hotels with 
the view of the surf and sand. What 
you see is what you gets. 

People can always arrive in 
Daytona, Orlando or Deland and find 
a room without an advance 
réservation. À lifetime resident of 
Daytona once told me that each year 
about five motels go broke but each 
year at least five new ones open upl

Race Format Changes 

In addition to the traditional 
Wednesday amateur road races there 
also will be amateur motocross racing. 
— And check this — both events will 
run at the same time on Wednesday! 
The annual Daytona 200 miler finds 
new window dressing that includes all 
the four-cylinder two stroke 750s you 
have watched win there for so long. 
plus four-stroke four cylinder 
machines mixed in with them, up to 
1025cc. 

They are going to put fairings on 
the Superbikes, so to speak, and let 
them run with the GP jobs that have 
been turning up to 180mph of late. 

However, there is still going to be a 
separate Superbike Production class 
race, running on Friday in addition to 
the Novice 250cc final. 

As I understand it at this time, a 
rider cannot enter the same Superbike 
in both the Friday and Sunday events. 
Has to make a choice. Like before, no 
fairings allowed on Friday. 


Dirt Track Scene 

We would like to say, there's gold in 
them thar hills, but there are no hills 
in Florida. But the gold is there for the 
dirt trackers to the tune of five short 
tracks and three half miles, all 
between Feb. 28 and March 8. 

The lowest purse is a $2,000 short 
track and the highest purse is the final 
two short tracks at $7,000 each. The 
grand total for purses is $36,700. 

But if you are an Expert you can 
add another possible $20,000, thanks 
to the good folks at AMF-Harley- 








Davidson. That's the amount of point 
fund money that covers all of the dirt 
events. 

The high point Expert in the total 
series walks away with $10,000. The 
scale is for the top 10 point gainers 
with 10th place at $100. Every one of 
the top five places pays at least $1,000. 

Then, there’s more money from Bell 
Helmets for the Sunday afternoon half 
mile on March 2, also part of the 
series. No less than 36 riders will pick 
up bonus money in that one. 

Of the eight events, only one is a day 
race, the one on March 2. All the rest 
are under the lights. Ocala, 
Jacksonville, Tampa and Daytona. 
Not much for gas to him them all. 

It should bring about 100 Experts, 
100 Juniors and 1,000 Novices.

Free Goodyear 
blimp rides will again be one of the 
many prizes given away this year. Like 
last year, the blimp varies somewhat 
over the one you see on TV. 


Kenny Roberts, Jay Springsteen and 
all the rest of the Winston Pro Series 
riders will be interviewed on the 
Webco show sometime during the 
week. Roberts, when he is in Daytona, 
usually gets the nod on Thursday 
night, Jay on Saturday night. Gary 
Scott is going road racing at Daytona 
once again and will be on Friday or 
Saturday night. 

Harley-Davidson riders will again 
muster down by the Hilton on Sunday 
morning of the 200 miler for a rider’s 
parade to the track and special seating 
in, “Hog Heaven.” H-D riders 
interested should check with the 
Hilton during race week for all the 
details. 

With eight dirt track point scoring 
events in a week's time, it’s some type 
of heaven for the up-and-coming 
Novice and Junior riders who want the 
points and for the Experts that want 
the money after a long, cold winter. 

But hang on, there’s more. J.C. 
Agajanian just announced that he will 
run eight Friday night half miles in a 
row at Ascot Park in Gardena, CA, 
starting on March 28, running right 
into May and up to the night before 
the first of three National events at 
Ascot this year.

I have just heard the story about the 
new powerline that will be built along 
the old B-to-V course. I am amazed. 
The people in the BLM have told us 
for years that we couldn't have the B- 
to-V and Check Chase and so many 
other races because they did too much 
damage to the environment. They 
have assured us that their only concern 
was the protection of the environment. 
They are so busy concocting grandiose 
plans for the management of the 
California desert, that they do not see 
how ludicrous they have become. 


Doesn't it seem ironic to you that 
citizens utilizing small parts of this vast 
area for recreational purposes are 
banned while powerlines and miners 
and tanks are permitted? The BLM 
seems to have its priorities confused. 
The only reason for having a BLM is 
to manage the land for the use and en- 
joyment of the people. All of the people. 
This area is vast, with room for all. 
There are some parts of the desert that 
should be maintained as wilderness, 
with no vehicle access, for all time. 
But not all. There are some unique 
features in the desert that need pro- 
tection. But this does not mean that 
huge areas must be closed. 


Consider the corridor along I-15 
between Barstow and Las Vegas. This 
area is not virgin desert. There are 
hundreds of roads, trails and paths in 
this area.

the use of that resource. If the BLM's 
only method for managing the desert 
consists of creating a vast museum, 
then I am truly sad. To be valuable, 
the desert must be used and enjoyed. 
To me, people are more important 
than powerlines. If we can have a new 
powerline in the B-to-V course area, 
then there should be no hesitation in 
having a race in this area. And not just 
while the powerline is being built.

Keep on racing by planning 


Gas prices and shortages have 
increased the need for a truck or van 
with a 400 to 600 mile range. Last 
year, the shortage of auxiliary gas 
tanks in the Los Angeles are prompted 
me to order some from J.C. Whitney. 
After months of notices about back 
orders, I received a form letter stating 
they had filed bankruptcy. They are 
still in business as debtor in possession, 
so buyer beware. 

Through the U.S. postal inspector I 
found that there is legal action 
pending. If you have been “ripped 
off,” get a proof of debt form and file 
it, listing your losses. Mail the form to 
the clerk of the U.S. District Court, 
219 South Dearborn St., Chicago, IL 
60604. Make certain to reference your 
claim to case no. 79-B-5784. 

While talking to dealers at the 
recent motorcycle trade show, they 
acknowledge knowing about the J.C. 
Whitney problem. This company is 
also one of the biggest suppliers of 
noisy, illegal exhaust systems which 
have made most Federal and State 
laws ineffective. Through Jack Wilson 
of Big “D” Cycle in Dallas, TX, I 
found out that J.C. Whitney's gas tank 
supplier is Pickup & Equipment 
Company, Inc., 311 Hewitt Dr., P.O. 
Box 217, Hewitt, TX 76643. They are 
presently having a sale on auxiliary 
tanks for trucks and vans. 

Some Cycle News readers have been 
riding the Cherry Creek Hare & Hound 
for years. This year, the race will be 
over the Memorial Day weekend on 
May 25. If you dig the desert, you'll 
love Cherry Creek. It is very similar to 
the original Big Bear Hare and 
Hound. Jack Johnson is going for his 
third straight win. 

With the ever present threat of the 
BLM, and the fact that gas will never 
be any cheaper, let's do it while we still 
can. The trips to and from the races 
with good friends are always 
memorable and it does lower the cost 
and conserve energy.

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The Man 


Inventor of the cross-up and the world’s favorite 
motocrosser, Roger DeCoster discusses his surprising 
switch to Honda, his years teamed-up with the 
incredible Joel Robert, the revolutionary Ribi fork 
and the future of U.S. motocross.

During the past decade he has been referred 
to simply as The Man. Everybody knew who 
The Man was. Roger DeCoster. He reeled off 
World Championships with nearly the same 
never-miss regularity of the big bore piston 
stroking inside his Suzuki. DeCoster and 
Suzuki seemed synonymous. 

Roger wasn't the first World Champion to 
ride in America. In fact, when he first came in 
1967, a year after Torsten Hallman pioneered 
the annual visits, he was still a few years away 
from top honors. So Hallman and another 
250cc World Champion, Joel Robert, shared 
most of the attention. Robert ceased his win- 
ning ways in the early seventies. Since then it's 
been DeCoster’s decade on the European 
motocrosser hit parade. 

Roger’s tremendous popularity astrounds 
many. Everybody respects a champion, but 
American race crowds have seemed to revere 
Roger. The result — rampant ambivalence at 
American races in the old “them versus us” 
game. A perfect example: Several years ago at 
the U.S. Grand Prix at Carlsbad, Rex Staten 
grabbed the early lead with Roger on his tail. 
About half the crowd was flag waving, cheer- 
ing on “their” rider, ahead of all the Europeans. 
But the other half was cheering “their” rider, 
the Belgian champion who had so capitvated 
followers of the fledgling sport. 

During the late 60s Roger DeCoster made 
the Americans cross-up conscious (or cross-up 
crazy, pick one). Then in the 70s he gave us 
another kind of demonstration — a 
demonstration of style — on the track and off. 
He became, assuredly, the most popular and 
respected non-American in American motor- 








cycling, and served as an inspiration to many 
of our top runners today. 

His annual dominance of the Trans-AMA 
series every autumn was a foregone conclusion 
— four straight sertes wins from 1974 through 
1977. His selection of racing number 111 one 
year prompted one rider to comment, “Rogers 
so baaad he gets three ones!” 

DeCoster’s GP racing career began in 1965. 
He first attacked the entire schedule in 1967. 
After placing fifth for three consecutive years 
he switched to the 250cc class in 1970 and fin- 
eg third. A year later he followed Joel Robert 
to Suzuki and returned to the 500cc class. The 
next nine years in Suzuki yellow produced the 
following results: 1, 1, 1, 2, 1, 1, 2, 3, 6. 

Twice in his career, Roger battled back from 
life-threatening injuries. In February of 1978 
he was on the critical list following a practice 
crash that ruptured his spleen. Yet, seven 
weeks later he appeared at an international 
race in Belgium and won the first moto by a 
wide margin. Despite missing precious train- 
ing time, he rode the entire GP sertes and 

finished third. 

Last year, shoulder and knee injuries con- 
tributed to his worst placing ever, sixth. Roger 
had already indicated that 1979 would be his 
final year of GP racing, one final attempt at 
his sixth world title. 

Then the plot thickened. Suddenly he’s back 
in the saddle again, at least for a little while, 
sporting new colors. And the red, white and 
blue seems fitting. Not just because they happen 
to be the colors of another manufacturer, but 
because they represent the colors of his second 
home, the nation whose motocross community 
he so inspired. 











The obvious question. The move to 
Honda. In the past you've turned 
down some really big offers to leave 
Suzuki, but now you’ve finally done 
it after nine years. What were your 
reasons for leaving? 

I never missed one moto for Suzuki. I 
rode some Grand Prix with injuries 
and won more motos than any other 
rider. I think I have done many things 
for them that I did not have to do, but 
I thought it was the right thing to do. 
But at the end of last season they did 
some things that were not very nice, I 
think. 

During the season they very quietly 
gave some new engines to Gerrit and 
Rond. I can understand them giving 
one to Gerrit because he was ahead of 
me in the points, but I did not appreci- 
ate not being told. 

They had been talking to Rond at 
the end of the "78 and through other 
people I learned about it. I think it 
would have been nice if they asked me 
how I felt about hiring Rond or if I 
had any comments. I talked to them 
about it and they would say, “No, 
that’s not true.” 

Then they made an agreement with 
his father to be team manager. And 
that’s when I said if he is going to be 
team manager, I am leaving. It is bad 
to have a racer's father involved, es- 
pecially the father of a young rider 
coming in. 

So they backed off, obviously. 

I did suggest they put Rond in the 
250cc class and give him one season 
there. They said in the 125cc class he 
was doing the same times as the 500cc 
class, so he was going to ride the 500cc 
class. Anyhow, it was a very big dis- 
appointment. He crashed many times 
and finished 10th. If he had been put 
in the 250cc class I think he would 
have been in the first three in the World 
Championship. 

Have the Japanese factories sort of 
quietly agreed to stay out of 250cc 
racing and leave that to the European 
factories? 

I know Suzuki was concerned about 
that for a long time. 


Continuing with your reasons for 
leaving... 

At the end of the GP season when it 
came time to make some machines for 
1980 we had an agreement that I 
would keep working for them and be a 
part of their race team. I did not want 
to wait until the first of January to 
know what I was going to do so I started 
asking some questions about where I 
would be: in Europe, the U.S. or both 
places. It would always be: Next week, 
next week. We have to ask the factory. 





So I finally called the factory and 
asked: Do you want me to ride the 
Trans-Am or not? They told me I had 
to talk to U.S. Suzuki. U.S. Suzuki said 
sure. And then the factory said: You 
can ride the Trans-Am if you want 
because we have a contract with you, 
and if you ride we have to supply you 
with equipment. But we can’t make 
you new bikes every year. 

Every year since I’ve been riding the 
Trans-Am for Suzuki we started with a 
fresh bike. All my bikes in Europe 
were pretty tired. So I thought if they 
didn't want to give me a new bike for 
the Trans-Am then they were not very 
interested. So I said: Let's work on the 
new bikes for 1980. I figured if I didn’t 
go to the Trans-Am this year I could 
take a good rest. I was riding really 
good at the end of the season. In the 
back of my mind I thought we would 
work on the new bikes and if they were 
really good I would try to ride a bit 
more. 

Up to that time had you decided you 
were going to retire? 

Yes, I had pretty much decided that I 
was not going to race anymore. But 
then I started thinking. I thought I 
had some good ideas to make the bikes 
quite a bit better. I think we have a lot 
of potential with the front fork. 





So, finally the factory sent someone 
from Japan to talk to me. When I 
asked him what they would be paying 
me, the offer was less than the Grand 
Prix mechanics make. I thought may- 
be they only wanted me to work three 
months out of the year. Then he told 
me I would have been travelling twice 
as much as I do now, and they wanted 
me to do all the dealer meetings around 
the world. I would have done that if 
the offer had been reasonable. I have 
never been after making the last penny, 
otherwise I would have changed a long 
time ago. 

Rumor had it that one year you re- 
ceived an offer that was double 
Suzuki’s. 

Yeah, That’s true. The most important 
thing is to race the bike that you like. 
That's the most important thing for 
your results. And, of course, you have 
to make some money. Some years they 
paid me reasonably, but there were 
years I could have made more, like 
twice as much, from another company. 

I stayed because I had respect for 
certain people in the company, and 
I'm not the type who likes to change all 
the time. It takes some time before the 
bike becomes like you want it. 

That's the thing that disgusted me 
so much through last winter; they were 








not loyal to me after I had shown a lot 
of loyalty through the years. Then 
when they made that offer it was like a 
slap in the face. And, on top of that, I 
said: What if I want to race next year? 
Do you want to support me like before 
if I want to race? They said: We can- 
not prepare you Grand Prix bikes 
anymore, but we can give you a pro- 
duction bike if you want to go to some 
local races. 

This was from a Suzuki Japan repre- 
sentative? 

Yes. When he said that I didn’t show 
any emotion at all, but that made up 
my mind then. I did have an agree- 
ment with Mr. Miyashita of the racing 
department at U.S. Suzuki. U.S. Suzu- 
ki had always been very fair in the 
way they handled me. I had told him 
that things did not look too good 
between the factory and me and men- 
tioned that if U.S. Suzuki wanted to 
keep me maybe they should talk to the 
factory a little bit because they have a 
lot of pull. I know that U.S. Suzuki 
was very much on my side. So he said: 
“Before you make a final decision come 
and see me and I'm sure we can do 
something.” 





“They (Suzuki) said: 
We cannot prepare 
you Grand Prix bikes 
anymore, but we can 
give you a production 
bike 1f you want to go 
to some local races.” 





So, in the meantime Honda since 
"74 has been, on and off, talking to me 
about coming to them. They showed 
interest and showed that they wanted 
me, and Suzuki was the other way. 

I had helped Suzuki in many ways I 
wasn’t supposed to. They spent time at 
my home and used my workshop. 
There were so many things I did for 
them that I was not supposed to do 
that saved them a lot of money for me 
and the other team riders. It seemed 
like that was all of no value at all. 

The Honda people seemed to be 
more and more interested and called 
me every other day. Someone from 
Japan came to see me. I kept putting 
off the Honda. In the back of my 
mind, I suspected that Suzuki would 
change their mind because we had had 
a difficult time at the end of 73 and 
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the end of ‘75 also. One of the head 
guys at the factory really liked me. We 
had done a lot of work together on the 
bike. We had good success together. 
Then Honda said they had to get an 
answer. So I said I had to talk one 
more time to U.S. Suzuki. I took a 
plane and came special to California 
because I had promised Mr. Miyashita. 
He called the factory again, and they 
had a meeting and the answer was 
negative. And I said to Honda: Okay. 


What does Honda want you to do? 
Basically Honda wants me to do test 
work and be an advisor to their race 
manager from Japan. Some people 
said I was going to be the race manager 
here or in Europe, but that’s not true. 
I will be an assistant to Mr. Miyakoshi. 
They will send me to some races here 
and in Europe to see what changes 
have to be done and keep an eye out 
for future riders. We did not even 
think about riding. 


Then I went to Japan in November 
to test the new bikes. The people 
around the track started making jokes 
about trying to race again. Why don’t 
you try_a, little bit to race again, next 


year? Do you want to race? What do 
you think about the bike? Mr. Miya- 
koshi flew back with me before the 
Anaheim race and he said that he 
wanted me to race again. And I said: 
Well, I don’t know if I want to do that 
because I do not know if we have 
enough time to make the bike fit me. I 
had a lot of work to do to get myself in 
shape again. So we went through the 
testing and I started getting hungry 
again to ride a little bit more. 

We have not made a 100% de- 
cision to race again. It’s not official, 
but it’s pretty sure. I know that’s what 
it will end up to. We will start the first 
Grand Prix and if the results are not 
too bad then I will keep going. Other- 
wise I will just keep testing this year. 

This year Graham Noyce and 
Andre Malherbe will be Honda’s 
500cc team in Europe. Number one 
and number three. 

And number six. 

Were you surprised that Heikki 
Mikkola retired? 

No...but for the moment I know that 
he is training very hard. 

Right now? 


Yeah. I don’t know if he’s training for _ 


hunting or for skiing, he has officially 
said he is retired, but I know from some 
friends in Finland that he is training 
— not with a bike — but that he is 
physically training very hard. So you 
know as much as I do now. I know that 
Yamaha was very surprised and many 
other people. But I had talked to him 
before, and I know he was not feeling 
so happy at the end of the season. He 
had hurt himself and from talking to 
him and his wife I was not surprised at 
all. I think I was one of the first persons 
he told.

Belgium has produced more cham- 
pions and won more team motocross 


. events, than any other nation, Why, 


Belgium? Why did this small nation 
become the motocross capital? 

Tve heard that question many times 
and I think it is very difficult to answer. 
We are located very centrally in 
Europe, so this allows the promoters to 
have an advantage on other countries 
to attract top riders to Belgium. It's 
not uncommon to see the top 10 in the 
world participating in a normal event 
in Belgium. We don’t have very good 
weather in Belgium, but it never gets 
very cold. You can race all year around 
except for two months. The country 
being very small, there are a lot of 
races within short distances. Brad has 
been based in Belgium. 

So the local racers get to see the 
world’s best regularly. 

Once the trend got started the riders 
just became heroes to look up to. Like, 
you don’t see anybody playing Ameri- 
can football in Belgium, so no young 
kids do it. But here they play in every 
school and the kids want to look up to 
the stars in that field. It is always an 
advantage to have a big star around, it 
creates interest. 


How popular is motocross in 


, Belgium? 








I think we are about number three as 
far as total attendance at all races 
compared to soccer and bicycle races. 
Soccer is number one. So motocross is 
one of the three major sports. I think 
here the three top sports stick out more 
compared to all other sports than in 
Europe. Soccer is very strong, like 
American football is here. The press 
here only speaks about those three and 
very little about anything else. 


How important are the Motocross. 


and Trophee des Nations in Europe? 
They are as big or bigger than a Grand 
Prix. National pride goes along with 
it. It is not a race where a rider can 
make money because the expenses for 
the promoter are much bigger. It 
usually costs money to go to a race like 
that. I’m not saying that I don’t like 
money, but I don’t think that 
everything I do has to be directly paid 
for. In the long run if you have won 10 
Motocross des Nations, it adds onto 
your market value. So indirectly you 
get something out of it on top of the 
satisfaction. It is the only event 
through the years where you can 
compare nations in our sport, and I 


soccer and the Davis Cup of tennis. I 
think every country should try. It’s 
only one week of the year. 

You won your last championship in 
1976. You were second in 1977 and 
haven’t been 100% physically fit the 
last two years. Is there some thought 
kicking around that you still might 
be able to get that sixth championship 
and tie Joel? 

Of course, I would like to win a sixth 
title, but I am not so obsessed by it as 
people think. I would like to win, but 
not so much because Joel won six titles. 
Joel was a very great rider, but I don’t 
think I have to compare my titles with 


Joel’s titles. If we want to do that I can 


say Joel never won a Trans-Am title, 
and I have won four, and I have won a 
250cc Grand Prix, and Joel never won a 
500cc Grand Prix. So it doesn’t bother 
me. I think the reason I wanted to do 
it was because I felt I had the potential 
of doing another title. 

In "77 Heikki deserved to win. He 
was better than I was, no question 
about it. In "78, I finished third but I 
had the injury. It’s not clear that it was 
due 100% to the bike, but there was 
something definitely wrong with the 
bike, it was not working right. I think 
in 78 I could have won the champion- 
ship, being honest with myself without 
dreaming. I know it could have been 
that way, but it did not work. Again in 
"79, with all the problems I had I still 
put in the fast time in five of the 12 
events although that’s not my strongest 
point to do the fastest lap.

So, I think I am not fooling myself 
by thinking 1 could have won the 
championship last year. I think maybe 
it’s a mistake to want to race one more 
season, but I miss the satisfaction of 
racing so much it’s very difficult to 
give it up. That’s why I want to do it 
one more time. 

To. win a championship, I think my 
chances are very little now because on 
top of being a year older I'm also on a 
new bike. The older you get, the more 
time you need to adapt to a new bike. 
A good rider can ride any bike pretty 
good, but between riding pretty good 
and winning a Grand Prix there is still 
a difference. 

You ‘injured your shoulder just 
before the season started last year. 
Was it the shoulder that got you into 
the leading link suspension? 

No, we were already working on it over 
the winter. I used it a little quicker be- 
cause of the shoulder. It gave me more 
comfort. The first one we made we 
finished a week before the first Grand 
Prix. I could not test it because I had 
broken the ligaments of my shoulder 
two weeks before. I had to put my 
right hand on the handlebar. There 
was no way I could lift it up. I think I 
finished 10th in the first heat and 
fourth in the second heat. I had to let 
them go on the start because it was 
difficult and bumpy. I had a good start 
but I was afraid Td get bumped and 
fall off in the pack. So the fork really 
helped me. I do not think I could have 
raced with the conventional one. 

Who were you working with in de- 
veloping the fork? 

Valentino Ribi is the designer. We 
used Ohlins parts and made a whole 
new shock because the weight is much 
more important on the front. And a 


think that’s good. You have that,in. ; |: big handicap was weight, especially in 











the beginning, but now we have one 
we finished a few weeks ago that is 
lighter. 

We used Ohlins’ valving, but we 
made a completely different body and 
used air to save weight. The air shock is 
not as big a handicap on the front as it 
is on the back because the heat is not 
as big a problem. The shock has to do 
less work on the front than it does on 
the back. 

How did Suzuki feel about you 
putting this on your bike? 

Its very difficult for the Japanese to 
get the feel right away whether they 


‘like a particular thing, but I think as 


long as you don’t make any mistakes in 
the long run, they like it. I was maybe 
taking some chances to use it at the be- 
ginning when it was so new because it 
could look like a mistake. I think look- 
ing back on it now that it honestly was 
not a mistake because the races that I 
ran in I could not have ridden with the 
other forks. It is one of the few things 
in the last 15 or 20 years that is really 
new. There is really a lot of potential. 
Isn’t it a modernization of an old 
concept? 

Not at all. It’s not the old Greeves 
thing. 

Most people believe that. 

It’s understandable that they do be- 
cause when you look at it it’s very diffi- 
cult unless you have played a lot with 
that sort of work to understand. Even 
some people in the industry, it took 
them some time to understand it — 
even if you tell them on paper how it 
works. 

One of the reasons people liked the 
old leading link was that there was 
no front end dive. The Ribi system 
appears to dive. 

You can adjust it for as little or as 
much front end dive as you want. You 
can adjust the anti-dive if you want it 
to work like telescopic forks or have no 
dive at all or just 20 or 30 percent for 
dive. It will do whatever you want it to 
do. You can even have it raise on brak- 
ing. There are so many possibilities. 


You say it’s now lighter than a tele- 
scopic fork? 
We are actually a pound lighter than a 


. works fork. 


What about unsprung weight? 

It’s also lighter. Unsprung weight was 
lighter from the beginning. Only the 
axle moves as fast as the wheel moves. 
On a telescopic fork all of the parts 
move as fast as the wheel moves. It is 
also more stable. 

The front end doesn’t feel heavy? 
No, not now. It did in the beginning. 
So now the front end turns like a 
telescopic. 

Except it turns a little better because it 
has better wheel contact. 

Will you continue to work on this? 
Yes. 

Is it patented? 

Ribi owns the patent. He had been 
playing with a very crude prototype. 
He rode a little bit himself also. He 
liked me at the races already a long 
time and we saw each other in Italy. I 





saw him playing with these things and 
I got interested. 

What do you think the chances are of 
this getting on a production bike? 

At this point I would say if it has the 
same cost for manufacturing then it 
would have a fairly good chance to 
make it because Japanese companies 
really look for a product that is differ-. 
ent.

Wolsink was riding a reservoir front 
fork for a while. How did that work? 
Suzuki had requested Kayaba to build 
it for them to get better hydraulics, to 
keep the fork oil from foaming. I had 
already tested it. The idea is good, but 
the tuning had to be improved. 

How do you see bike development go- 
ing over the next few years? 

With the suspension they have about 
all the travel they can get. 

What about a change in chassis design 
to lower seat height? 

They can’t make them much lower be- 
cause they need the engine clearance. 
The engine is pretty much as low as it 
can go now. I think on the back there 
is a lot to be done with suspension. 
There hasn’t been much change in 
peak power, but the power band is 
getting better. I hope the FIM is not 
going to do anything with weight 
limits. 

You’re 35. How old is Joel? 
Thirty-six. 

He was one of the few GP riders to 
ever win a championship at an early 
age. Did he peak early or what? 

I think the main thing is that he did 
not take so good care of his physical 
shape. He did not discipline himself. 
Joel had so much talent that he could 
get away with much more without 
much difficult training. Also, he was 
the kind who enjoyed riding, so it was 
not like going to war. 

That attitude was an advantage to 
him because the other guys would have 
to be worrying all week and training, 
and he would just be rolling along, 
very relaxed. The riders were not 
training at that time like they are now. 

If he tried to do today what he did 
then, there is no way he could do it, 
even with his talent. He would 
probably have to train less than other 
guys, but he would still have to train 
10 times more than he did. 


If Joel had really trained hard... 
Maybe he would not have won. 

Maybe it that looseness that won for 
him. 

I'm sure. 

Did the two of your create the cross- 
up craze in America? 

I was the first to really do it a lot. Joel 
would do long drift slides, but the 
crossup, that was me. 

How did you get into that? 

It just came up. It was fun to do. At 
one particular race track in France 
there was a jump and a turn right after 
the jump. In many places where you 
crossup you are not gaining time, you 
are losing time probably, but some 
places you can gain time with it. I was 
starting to do it just to play, but then I 
started adapting it to certain areas of 
certain tracks and it became an 
advantage in some places where you 
could get on the gas earlier. It just 
came up naturally. 

And then the photographers got hold 
of it and everybody in America had 
to do it. Right now you are a con- 
summate stylist on-a bike, but didn’t 
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you have some ragged cdges early on? 
I used to be pretty wild and make a lot 
of mistakes. But I was learning from 
the mistakes. I watched the good riders 
of the time who were very smooth, and 
I would get very mad at myself when I 
made mistakes. Even sometimes I 
would win races and people would say, 
“great race,” and I would know that I 
had made mistakes in the race. There 
were other times where I knew I did a 
good race but I finished second.

Is part of developing smoothness the 
realization sometimes that if you goa 
little bit slower you’ll have a lot more 
control? 


Yes. I think it’s important to always 
keep control of yourself, not to overdo 
it. That's very difficult in a race be- 
cause you have so much hangup of 
going fast that you forget to concen- 
trate on the lines to take and about 


being smooth. The problem is to pace 
yourself, fast enough, but not too fast 
to find your safe point. 

Did you have to make a mental effort 
to concentrate on being smooth or 
did it gradually come from experi- 
ence? 

I was always very much in awe of very 
smooth riders. Like when they jumped 
they would not touch the ground like a 
bag of potatoes. 

Did you have heroes in your early 
days? 

I very much liked Sten Lundin. 

The Swedish champion. 

Yes. And I liked watching Joel and 
racing with Joel. Some of the things he 
did were so much better than anyone 
else at the time, so smooth also. And 
Aberg did very nice things even before 
he won the World Championship. 
Some of things he would do would be 
just fantastic even if he made mistakes 
on other parts of the track. Those 
things gave me so much pleasure. I 
was so impressed. 

One thing that really helped me de- 
velop into a smooth rider was caring 
about the bike. If I came down hard in 
a jump, it really hurts me to feel the 
bike getting hurt. So I have always 
tried to adjust my riding to save the 
bike. It really upsets me when I feel 
the bike getting a hard impact. It’s like 
when you drive with someone who 
cracks the gears in a car. It just drives 





me crazy. Like if you are overrevving it 
or bottoming the shocks, it feels so 
anti-mechanical. 


You came over in ’67, the year after 
Torsten Hallman first came over. So 
you’ve seen the birth and growth of 
American motocross. What are your 
surprises and disappointments of 
those last 13 years? 

I think the riders have done a tremen- 
dous job of improving themselves. The 
average riding level is so high. There 
are so many good riders in the states 
now. That's a very good side of it. 

On the bad side, I am disappointed 

not to see more places to ride for young 
kids. Td like to see the industry put 
more effort into supporting riding 
areas and tracks within reasonable 
distance of the city. 
It’s not uncommon for a world cham- 
pion to be 30 or older, yet in America 
Weinert is the oldest rider and he’s 
under 30. Why is that? 


That's a very difficult question. I can 
think of some reasons. The World 
Championship series takes more ex- 
perience than racing in the United 
States. Every Grand Prix is in a dif- 
ferent country, and every country has 
its own way of organizing the race. Its 
own type of track, its own home crew. 
It’s not just one standarized system 
throughout the world. Here, if you 
have it down at one race you have it 








pretty much down at all races. So 
that’s why the average age in Europe is 
older than it is here. 

But the age in Europe is coming 
down also. One reason is there are 
more people who can afford to buy 
good equipment for their kids. When I 
was young I had to make the money 
myself and buy the bike by myself and 
tune it myself. I had won Grand Prix, 
and I was still my own mechanic, and I 
was traveling by myself, and I was 
fixing the bike by myself, even between 
the heats.

What about the gap between Euro- 
pean and American riders? How 
narrow is the gap now if there is one? 
Well, I think if we have to race in this 
country, it’s very close. The top guys 
are just about the same now. But if 
you go to Europe I think the Euro- 
peans still have the advantage. There 
are more good riders in America today 
than there are in Europe. The peaks 
are very close. There are thousands of 
pretty good motocross riders in 
America. I think if you compare that 
mid-range, the Americans come out 
ahead now. 

Do you feel the American factories 
underplay the World Championship? 
We didn’t see much on Heikki win- 
ning championships. 

I think that’s mainly because Heikki is 
not the type of person who enjoys or 
lends himself to much PR work. Ya- 
maha has tried very hard to have him 
do more PR work in this country, but 
he has never really put the effort in 
that. He wants to train and race. 
Graham Noyce is not well known here. 
It takes time to become a name. I 
think that’s why they have not adver- 
tised them. 

Have you ever tried to analyze why 
you have been so popular in America? 
Dicing with an American, the crowd 
would be cheering as much for you 
as the American. 

There are many reasons for that. One 
reason is that I have been here since 
the beginning, so the time factor plays 
a role. Another reason. When someone 
comes and asks me something I try to 
be nice to them and answer. I have 
done the same thing mainly with the 
press people, so in general I’ve had 
pretty good press coverage. And the 
press can do a lot with making a guy 
look good or bad. Plus, I have won 
more Trans-Ams than anybody else 
and the Trans-Am was the biggest 
race series for a long time. 

How do you feel about Supercross, 
both for yourself and how it fits into 
the future of the sport? 

Personally, I don't like that kind of 
race. I think it's different from what 
real motocross is. Like maybe compar- 
ing TT and motocross. There is quite 
a gap I think. I think it’s good for 
motorcycling as long as it doesn't take 
too much away from outdoor moto- 
cross. 

The trend is indoors. This year there 
are 17 Supercross races and 21 out- 
door races. 

It’s going more and more that way. I 





think it’s time to do something to bal- 
ance it. 

But if motocross ever becomes a high- 
ly recognizable sport in America it 
will be because of TV coverage of 
stadium racing. 


“Motocross ts the best 
balance between man 
and machine. As long 
as there are motor- 
sports, there will be 
motocross.” 


That’s why I think it’s good to have 
some of it. But if all the money is in- 
vested into that it’s going to become 
like short track. Pretty soon it will be- 
come so specialized there will only be 
stadium races and a limited number of 
racers. 

You cannot hire a stadium if you are 
going to go racing on Wednesday. 
Only the stars will be able to race. I 
don’t think people are going to buy 
stadium motocross bikes just because 
they go to a stadium race. They want 
to buy a bike they can use and play 
with, but for that you need riding area. 

If the industry puts all their money 
into stadium races, then the riding 
areas are going to close more and more 
because the promoters for the outdoor 
races will have no way to compete any 
more, Then there wouldn't be any rid- 
ing, and the industry wouldn’t sell 
bikes anymore. And if they don’t sell 
bikes they can’t sponsor racers in the 
stadium races. Then it becomes like 
short track. 

The number of Americans riding 
GPs is rather limited. 
I'm surprise that there are not more 
Americans going over. That’s because 
too many of the guys look too quickly 
to the financial aspect of it. It takes 
more investment of time and money to 
go to Europe and do the championship 
races than if you stay here and make 
the money directly now. But I would 
want to be the best in the world, not 
only the best in America. You can only 
prove that by doing. 
You’ve seen Brad Lackey come over 
© for eight years now. When you first 
saw him did you think the potential 
was there, that he would become a 
World Champion? 
With Brad it was clear that he had 
potential from the very beginning. 
You can see certain things a guy does. 
You see something in him. The results 
are not there right away, but you can 
see by the way he goes around the 
track. 
You raced your first GPs in ’65 and 
won your first championship in ’71. 
In '65 and '66 I only did some races. 
Then '67 was my first full season. 
Basically you started at 21. 
I’m sure I would have started sooner in 
racing if I could have afforded it. I 
would have started at least three or 
four years earlier. 
You always do well at Unadilla, the 
“European” American track. Is 
there as much difference between 
American and European tracks as we 
hear? 
The tracks are very different in 
Europe. Unadilla is very much like a 
track you would find in Switzerland or 
Austria. 
An up-down track? 
There are bad tracks in Europe also. 
Many of the good tracks they only race 
two or three times a year. You could 
not keep Unadilla like it is racing every 
week. I do like to race much more on a 
track like Unadilla. 
Chuck Sun has said that he had to be 
much more precise in his riding over 
there. 
You have to be more precise. There 








are often trees along the track and you 
cannot just run off the track and get 
away with it all the time, taking a 
bunch of banners with you and going 
on. 

Why are you “cursed” at Carlsbad? 
Maybe I want to win too hard there. I 
don’t know. Like the Grand Prix in 
Belgium. I have won it seven times, 
and I could have won it 10 times. 
Something seems to be wrong in one of 
the heats at least. 

Did you think America would have a 
World Champion by the end of the 
decade? 

Before last season I thought Brad had 
a good chance of winning it. 

Were you surprised by him switching 
from Honda to Kawasaki? 

Oh, a little bit. I don’t think it’s so 
much the fact he did not ride the 
Honda that he did not win the cham- 
pionship. I think there are other things. 
In your conditioning program, how 
do you balance riding, running and 
physical training? 

Of course I have to do more training 
now than 10 years ago. 

Do you do a lot of riding during the 
week? 

At the beginning of the season I usually 
ride twice a week between weekends. 
In the middle of the season I back it 
off to one time a week, usually on 
Wednesday. 

What about your running and other 
training? 

Last year with my injuries it was diffi- 
cult. The thing I do on the most regular 
basis is running, which I do five times 
a week. At the beginning of the season 
I will do six miles a couple of days and 
the others I will do about three miles. 


What about weight training? 

I think it’s good to do it at the begin- 
ning of the season, but you have to do 
it under the supervision of someone 
who knows, You can do bad things 
with that type of training. I don’t think 
it’s important to be able to carry big 
weights. I think it’s more important to 
be flexible and have endurance. 

What about this training awareness 
program that Honda started this year 
for the American team? 

I think it’s very good. It was especially 
important because they have young 
riders. They are exposed to training 
and also how to take care of injuries. 
Do you feel that motocrossers may be 
the most conditioned athletes? 

I don’t like to compare too much that 
sport against this. But I know if you 
want to be the best in the world in your 
field you have to work hard for it. It 
may come easy one time, but if you 
want to repeat it you have to make 
some effort. There is certainly a base 
of good conditioning that you have to 
have. I don’t think it’s always going to 
come out the best guy is the strongest. 
What about some insight into practice 
for the learning rider? 

The most important thing to do is 
work on your weak points. Everybody 
has weak points. 

What are the major mistakes that 
riders make? 

Many riders do not use enough front 
brake. One of the biggest mistakes is 
not being relaxed, having difficulty re- 
laxing and concentrating at the same 
time. : 

Does that just come from experience? 
I think that’s just a matter of learning 
to know yourself, to analyze your races 
afterward. Even if you won, there's 
always something you could have done 
during the race. Think about what 
could have gone wrong. Look back: I 
did all these things last week and I felt 
pretty good. Then try to repeat that. 
Analyze and try to find some similiar- 
ities and reasons why things went good 
or bad. 

Would it be better for a younger rid- 
er to keep some written records of 
what he does to be able to pick out 
some trends? 


Yeah, I think so. You don’t have to go 
to the slightest little details. 

How important are things like moto- 
cross schools and reading motocross 
books to improving riding? 

I don’t think you have to believe every 
word that is written, but basically 
there’s more right than wrong, and it’s 
a matter of adapting it to yourself. By 
reading a lot you attract your attention 
to many things you may have forgotten 
about yourself and your bike. You can 
never learn too much. 

Should a rider attend any school he 
can? 

I think it is good. 


What kind of feedback have you got- 
ten for the school you helped develop 
for Suzuki? 

I've never had one guy come up to me 
and say: Gee, your school was disap- 
pointing, I’ve had many good com- 
ments on it. I’ve had people come up 
to say they just went for the third time. 
And some who go riding just for the 
fun have gone. I think Suzuki has been 
very happy with it overall. 

Did it surprise you that America’s 
first dirt world champion was a trials 
rider, not a motocrosser? 

No, not really. 

You rode trials in your early days. 
How did that come about? 


Well, the motocross season ended in 
September and did not start again 
until March. I liked motocross so 
much that when the season was over it 
drove me crazy and I could not stay at 
home. I had to do something. So I 
went to some trials. And right away I 
was in the points, and I wanted to win 
then. 

Did you win a junior championship? 
I was second in the Junior champion- 
ship, and then I won the Expert cham- 
pionship. 


. How old were you then? 


Nineteen. I would just ride trials until 
motocross started again. 

Do you feel that you picked up some- 
thing from your trials riding that 
carried over into your motocross? 

I think it helped reading terrain. And 
I have always done very well on the wet 
tracks. Rainy races seemed to be a big 
advantage for me.

You seem to emphasize traction con- 
trol, keeping the rear wheel hooked 


up. 

Any kind of riding is going to help 
you. The more situations you get into, 
the more it’s going to help you. Even if 
you race flat track it’s going to help 
you in some particular ways on the 
motocross track. 

In the past you’ve been involved in 
some temporary rider strikes to get 
safety conditions improved. Now the 
top road racers have pulled out of the 
FIM to form their own series, Can 
anything be done about the low 
purse structure of GP racing? 

The FIM is a very old federation, and 
the problem is to get them to keep up 
with the evolution of the sport. That's 
where the problem is. It's necessary 
that once in a while the riders do what 
Roberts and Sheene did to keep improv- 
ing the evolution of the sport. 

When a promoter is paying the 


winner of two GP motos only $500 
he’s making a lot of money. 


There are promoters who are spend- 
ing money on things that are not as 
important as purses. There is definitely 
something unfair. The promoters use 
that against the factory racers because 
they have to be there. 

If Roberts and Sheene are successful, 
could there be a similar move in 
motocross to either raise purses or do 
the same thing? 


We have to do something like that 
sometime, The FIM should be 
watching more the way the races are 
promoted and give the World Cham- 
pionship races to the promoter who 
can really do it instead of just going 
back to the same promoter because he 
has done it for so many years. They 
need people with new ideas, and they 
need to get to work with TV. If you are 
going to compete with. other sports, 
you need to have new ideas.

Do you think we’ll ever seen stadium 
racing in Europe? 

Europeans have always been more 
conservative than Americans, There 
are nice stadiums in Europe, not as 
many as here I'm sure, but for someone 
to open up a stadium and let them 
bring a hundred trucks of dirt, it's very 
difficult. In America, everything can 
be done with money. In Europe, people 
are more traditional. 

Eventually it will come to Europe, 
but I think it will take some American 
promotion over there like we intro- 
duced motocross over here. 

Will you continue to base in Belgium 
and Santa Barbara? 

In the past it was a little bit more Bel- 
gium than here, but in the future it 
may be more the other way. 

How old is Nigel now? 

He's three and a half. Christian is 14 
months. 

What are your plans beyond this year? 
I have a three-year agreement with 
Honda. 

Will this be your last year for com- 
petition? 

For sure this year, otherwise my beard 
is going to catch in my front wheel. 

Do you want to stay with motocross? 
I want to stay at least in some form of 
motor racing. 

That could mean cars. Have you 
ever thought about that? 

I don’t think about it much any more, 
but there was a time that I was very 
close to racing cars about five years ago. 
Formula type cars? 

Yes. But it was very difficult to make a 
decision, being World Champion, to 
go to something new when you are the 
best in the world at what you are 
doing. And if I had gone to car racing 
I would have had to learn again and 
probably not make much money for a 
while. 

Where do you see motocross headed 
in America and Europe, given cur- 
rent political and economic situation? 
Motocross is probably the most reason- 
able of the motor sports. As long as 
there will be engines, people will race 
machines. Motocross is the best balance 
between a man and a machine. I think 
as long as there are motorsports, there 
will be motocross. 
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Alex Jorgensen (44) and his BSA looked like a winning combination 
until the bike “sucked an intake valve,” as Jorgy put it. 


AMA Grand National Championship/Winston Pro Series: Round one 


King Kenny reigns over Houston T

“Incredible! He’s incredible,” said one of nearly 
25,000 spectators who had just witnessed the 
victorious return of Kenny Roberts to his old 
stomping grounds, the Winston Pro Series dirt 


track circuit, after an absence of 
over two years. In winning the 
25-lap Houston Astrodome TT, 
the two-time Grand National and 
World Champion tied Bart Markel's 
record of 28 National Championship 
wins. Markel was on hand to witness 
the tieing of his record and would only 
say, “Records are made to be broken.” 

Following Roberts into winner's circle 
were runnerup Alex Jorgensen, who 
aboard a BSA vertical twin had shown 
Roberts and his Yamaha 500cc single 
the fast way around the Houston 
course for the opening 16 laps, and 
third place finisher Bruce Hanlon, 
who continues to make the Houston 
events the only National Championship 
races he contests each year. Hanlon 
rode a Yamaha 500cc single. 

The TT course received Harold 
Murrell’s magic touch for the 12th 
consecutive year and provided a surprise 
for all. Changed from the one jump 
standard of the past, the course was 
lengthened from 1,150 feet to 1,750. 

“I drew it up on a piece of paper last 
Monday and telecopied it to the AMA 
for approval,” said Murrell. “I 
thought adding a second infield jump 
would make it more exciting,” he 
added. 

Indeed, the second jump and a 
longer sweeping stretch of oval did 
provide exciting racing. The M design 
provided for nearly the entire oval to 
be circumvented with a sharp left 
hand turn leading the riders up over 
the largest of the two jumps, followed 
by a sweeping right hander, a small 
“whoop-de-doo” type jump and a 
sharp left hand turn leading back onto 
the oval. 


Time Trials 

Riding a Harry Lillie-sponsored Ya- 
maha 500, Scott Pearson posted the 
fastest qualifying lap at 30.292 
seconds. 

Second fastest qualifier was Shell 
Racing Specialties-sponsored Eddie 
Lawson, also Yamaha 500 mounted. 
Lawson's time was 30.446 seconds and 
he was followed by Yamaha-sponsored 
Kenny Roberts, who turned in a 
30.474 lap. 

Rounding out the top 10 qualifiers 
were three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Jay Springsteen, John Gennai, 
Alex Jorgensen, David Aldana, Ricky 
Graham, defending National Champion 
Steve Eklund and Brad Hurst. 

The 48th and last qualifier to make 
the field was Darrell Hendrickson with 
a $1.79 lap. 


Heats 

The 12-man field for the first heat 
rolled to the starting line after nearly 
45-minutes of opening ceremonies and 
then were further delayed when Steve 
Eklund pulled off the grid and into the 
pits to change his exhaust pipe. On 
referee Duke Olliges’ two-minute clock 
(the time allowed for minor repairs 
after once being gridded), the Nation- 
al Champ was allowed a bit more than 
the time allowed and returned to the 
grid. 

The race was then delayed when 
starter Phil Dyson caught both pole 
sitter Scott Pearson and John Gennai 
creeping and banished them to the 
penalty line. 

When the first green light of the 
season flashed it was Eklund leading 
the field away. Don Brown's race came

early in the main event. 





to an end when he unloaded in the 
turn leading into the first infield 
jump. 

Pearson got by Eklund going in the 
infield entrance turn on the second lap 
and then proceeded to stretch his lead 
out to three seconds when the checkered 
flag was dropped on the 10th and final 
lap. 

Fhe fourth lap saw Army-sponsored 
Mike Kidd drop Eklund back to third 
with a flying pass over the big infield 
jump. 

Each heat transferred three riders to 
the National and privateer John 
Gennai made sure he was one of the 
three when he dropped Eklund to 
fourth on the seventh lap. 

Heat number two was a crowd ex- 
citer and the fireworks were provided 
by BSA mounted Alex Jorgensèn and 
Yamaha 500 mounted Bruce Hanlon. 
Jorgy and his “antique” twin led every 
lap but the one that counts. Dogged by 
Hanlon throughout the race, Jorgy saw 
his win go away when Brian O’Hagan- 
sponsored Hanlon pulled off a beauti- 
ful pass in the last turn on the last lap. 

The battle for the third and last 
direct transfer spot was also a hot one 
during the opening laps, but Brad 
Hurst made it a one-man show over 
the last half of the race. 

The crowd was up and cheering as 
Kenny Roberts took his place on the 
starting grid for the third heat. Roberts 
kept them on their feet as he pulled off 
a holeshot and proceeded to run away 
with the race. By the third lap the 
three-time Houston National winner 
established himself as the favorite for 
his fourth Houston win as he pulled 
out a three second lead over eventual 
second place finisher John Hateley. 
Hateley, aboard a Honda-sponsored 
500 single, led third place finisher 
Ronnie Jones across the finish line by a 
comfortable margin. 


Attention to Roberts’ performance 
was diverted by a first lap get-off that 
spilled both David Aldana and Hank 
Scott. Aldana was bumped from be- 
hind and when he unloaded he took 
down Scott. Aldana played possum 
and motioned to Scott to do likewise, 
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but an obviously upset Scott was on his 
feet immediately and had a few words 
to lay on Aldana. 


Also unloading in the third heat was 
Texan Bubba Shobert. He remounted 
to finish eighth, while Aldana got back 
into the race and finished 11th. Scott 
chose to pack up. 

The fourth and final heat brought 
out the three-time Rolling Thunder 
Show champ Jay Springsteen and it 
was the thunder produced by his 
factory-sponsored Harley-Davidson 
XR750 that boomed out the loudest. 
Springer, like Roberts in the previous 
heat, led every lap and again like 
Roberts opened up a three-second lead 
by checkered flag time. 

And more thunder was produced by 
Harley mounted Ricky Graham and 
Randy Goss. Graham, aboard what 
was described by many as the “prettiest 
XR they had ever seen — the Tex Peel 
prepared Harley, had dirtied up the 
bike when he unloaded in turn one on 
the initial start. Right after Graham 
unloaded, Scott Parker and Mickey 
Farley got-off in the infield entrance 
turn to bring out the red flag. 

Back underway, Graham had his 
hands full with rookie Expert Freddie 
Spencer as the pair fought over second 
behind Springer. But Spencer and his 
500 Honda broke away from the battle 
for good on the sixth lap. 

Graham then had his hands full 
with Randy Goss, who was enjoying his 
first Harley factory ride. Graham held 
off Goss on each lap and on the seventh 
lap Goss lost a big hunk of Texas real 
estate when he bobbled in the infield. 
But Goss dug back in and pulled off a 
pass over the last 10 yards of track to 
take the third and last transfer spot 
away from a disappointed Graham. 


Semis 


With only the winners of the two 10 
lap semi events slated for transfer to 
the National, the races — as always — 
were last chance events. - 

The first semi saw Mickey Fay, the 
defending Houston TT champ, lead 
every lap to give himself a shot at 
making it two Astrodome TT wins in a 
row.

Winston Pro opener 


Behind Fay, defending champ Ek- 
lund and Yamaha-sponsored Rick 
Hocking went at it with Zanotti/ 
Castrol-sponsored Eklund taking second 
over on the eighth lap after a poor 
start. But for both riders their shot at 
National points fell short and they 
were consolation race (Trophy Race) 
bound. 


Semi two was led all the way by 
hard-charging Scott Parker and his 
Klotz/Wiseco-sponsored Rick Toldo 
prepared Harley. Gary Davis made 
Parker work for it as he put his Honda 
on Parker's rear fender over the closing 
laps. Taking third was Honda mounted 
Lars Trulson. 


Junior Invitational 

A 12-lap Junior race was totally 
dominated by Yamaha-sponsored Jim 
Filice, the number one Novice rider in 
1979. Filice opened up a seven-second 
lead over the field, riding a Mert 
Lawwill prepared Yamaha 500. Cali- 
fornian Filice described the bike as 
being, “identical to the one Kenny 
(Roberts) is riding.” 

While Filice was running away with 
the race, second place was up for grabs 
on the closing laps. Ben Zakarian 
stalled for a moment coming out of the 
infield, and the brief pause allowed 
Scott Adams to close up with Zakarian. 
Adams passed Zakarian coming out of 
the infield on the last lap to take runner- 
up honors aboard his Oklahoma Honda/ 
Dennis Latimer M/C Supply-sponsored 
bike. Zakarian, who rides out of his 
dad's shop 一 Zakarian's Kawasaki, was 
Yamaha mounted. 


Trophy Race 
With no points and comparatively 
little money on the line for the 12-lap 


consolation race, Grand National 
Champion Steve Eklund opted not to 
compete. 

But Rick Hocking did, and he made 
it two in a row for Yamaha and Mert 
Lawwill as he led from the eighth lap 
on after a side-by-side race with Gary 
Davis. 


Hocking pulled a wheelie that al- 
most unloaded him as he crossed the 





line and when asked if he scared him- 
self, answered, “I think I better go to 
the bathroom.” 


National 

The start of the first Winston Pro 
Series race of the decade was delayed 
as Brad Hurst rushed to the pits for 
some last minute mechanical work. 

When the green light did flash, it 
was BSA mounted Alex Jorgensen of 
Stockton, CA, pulling the holeshot 
and leading the field around the oval 
and into the infield. Roberts followed 
Jorgy out of the infield at the com- 
pletion of the first lap with Scott Pear- 
son, Brad Hurst, Mike Kidd, Freddie 
Spencer, Jay Springsteen, Randy Goss 
and the rest of the field trailing close 
behind. 

Pearson got ky Roberts entering the 
infield on the third lap. That same lap 
saw Ronnie Jones step off and relegate 
himself to last. 

Jorgy continued to hold his BSA in 
first, and Roberts got by Pearson for 
second on the sixth go-around, a lap 
before Springsteen moved his Harley 
around Spencer's Honda into fourth. 
That seventh lap saw Roberts and 
Pearson bang into each other as they 
slid through the infield turn. Roberts 
made the most of the contact affair 
and opened a slim lead over Pearson 
and began chasing Jorgensen. 


Pearson then had to contend with a 
lot of pressure from Bruce Hanlon and 
Springsteen. The three-way fight saw 
position changing going on during the 
ninth lap with Hanlon moving into 
third on lap 10. 

But the drama continued as Roberts 
moved out to the cushion on the oval 
and attempted to gain some ground on 
Jorgensen who was riding the “proper 
line.” 


Lap 13 saw Pearson's fine effort go 
down the tubes when he slid down in 
the second turn of the oval. Springer 
moved into fourth and began to close 
up on Hanlon. 


Roberts decided to leave the cushion 
and move down on the groove on the 
16th lap, and the change of strategy 
worked as he closed up on Jorgensen. 





The following lap had everyone on 
their feet as Jorgy and Kenny raced 
around the oval side-by-side. Roberts 
got a better drive off the infield 
entrance turn and sailed by Jorgy over 
the big jump to take over the lead for 
good. 

On the same lap, Springsteen got 
around Hanlon to move into third. 
But Springer slid down in the infield 
on the 19th lap, and even though he 
got back underway in a matter of 
seconds, Hanlon was long gone and 
winner’s circle bound. 

The crowd cheered King Kenny as 
he covered the final five laps, and 
when the white flag was displayed, KR 
smoothly rode the final lap, the ‘Dome 
vibrated as the cheering drowned out 
the sound of the bikes. 

Roberts rode out his cool-off lap 
and when he pulled up at the start/ 
finish line he flopped over the bars in a 
display of exhaustion. When the 
cheers of the crowd finally diminished, 
Roberts described the effort as being 
equal to “400 miles of road racing.” 
He praised the bike preparation of 
former Grand National Champion Mert 
Lawwill as Mert, Yamaha racing 
director Kenny Clark and other in- 
volved parties displayed grins equal to 
the occasion. For Yamaha and Lawwill 
the night had been a clean sweep. 

“Mert has been working on the TT 
bike for several months, and it was as 
near perfect as one can be. I played it 
safe on the opening laps to avoid getting 
off. I rode the cushion during the 
middle of the race because the groove 
was slick and I didn’t want to slide 
down. Everyone else was using a 
Pirelli/Carlisle combination that every- 
one said worked better than my Good- 
year tires. But I won and they didn’t,” 
added Roberts about his choosing to 
ride on the cushion. 

“Tve been working out with Dean 
Miller, Brad Lackey’s trainer. And the 
weight lifting and all that helped, but 
I'm still pooped! 

“The funniest thing about tonight 
was that I suggested to Jorgy that he 
change his gearing by two teeth. That 
went down when he asked me about it 
before the race. Then when I was 





following him I said to myself, ‘Damn, 
why did you tell him to change? If he 
wins, how am I gonna LE es that I 
helped him win?’ but I pulled it off, so 
now I can laugh about it,” Roberts 
added. 

Jorgensen described how the race 
that was almost his turned into a 
runnerup finish, “The BSA is heavier 
than the 500s and I sucked an intake 
valve near the end.” Jorgy, who had 
busted his knee up at the ‘Dome in 
1979, added, “I guess I'll retire the 
BSA after this year and come back 
next year with a 500.” 


Third place finisher Bruce Hanlon 
explained why he only takes part in 
the ‘Dome races of the Winston Pro 
Series, “I have a job I really like. I’m a 
diesel mechanic for Bayshore in San 
Mateo, CA. Plus I have arthritis in my 
wrists and even though I take pills for 
it, they bother me.” 


Two-time Grand National Champion 
Dick Mann, who is the only man besides 
Roberts to have won Nationals in the 
five different forms of competition 
that make up the Winston Pro Series 
— mile, half mile, short track, TT 
and road race, best summed up the 
talents of King Kenny Roberts when 
he answered Gary Nixon’s question of 
whether he thought they could come 
out of retirement and “beat the kids.” 
Said Mann, “Nixon, with your eye- 
sight and Bart Markel’s courage, I 
could have been Kenny Roberts.” ©

Ronnie Jones, in one of the most closely-contested 
and exciting races the ‘Dome has seen in the 
Yamaha Gold Cup Short Track portion of the 
Astrodome double extravaganza, defeated 


Mickey Fay and Kenny Roberts 
for his first National win. 

Far from being follow-the- 
leader as in past years, the Na- 
tional turned into a war that was 
waged on every foot of the track much 
to the delight of the over 29,000 fans 
present. 

“1 just hung in there and tried to 
stay with it,” said a beaming Jones. “I 
knew I had a chance because I felt that 
I was as fast or faster than everyone 
else in the National. I just went out 
there to ride the first few laps and see 
how the track shaped up. Then I made 
my move and it worked. Without the 
dedicated help of Bob Dennis and Bill 
Teuscher of Viper Racing Frames — 
my sponsors — I don't think any of this 
would have been possible.” 

Jones didn’t have a clear cut win 
until the final lap as he pulled out 
what could be called breathing room 
to hold off the charge of Fay. “When I 
got by Roberts, it was like a dream 


come true,” said Fay. “I just had to do 
it. I followed him for a number of laps 
and set up the place where I wanted to 
pass. If I could have moved sooner it 
might have been a different race.” 
Fay, a part of American Honda's three 
rider effort this year, showed the 
crowd that not only can he ride and 
win in TT's — as he did in last year's 
Dome TT National — but that he is 
pretty hot in short track also. 

To some, the fighting ride of Yama- 
ha’s Kenny Roberts was a surprise. But 
to those who had seen his National win 
the night before it was not. It was as if 
Roberts had never been away two years. 


“Ronnie rode a helluva race,” said 
Roberts. “Our bikes were set up differ- 
ent. I could get him off the corners, 
but he could get me going in. Eventual- 
ly that’s what made the difference. I 
also got into the loose stuff in turn 
three twice, and that was a mistake be- 
cause it let Fay gobble up ground on 
me. He didn't waste that advantage. I 


really didn’t think when I got here that 
I would win and finish third over the 
two nights.” 

It was not a good night for all. Jay 
Springsteen went to Texas Methodist 
Hospital early in the morning with the 
same stomach trouble that has been 
plaguing him in the past year. “He 
seemed fine after the TT,” said tuner 
Bill Werner. “Then, about an hour 
later he got sick. It continued and 
finally he went to the hospital.” At 
presstime, Springsteen was still in the 
hospital where tests were being run to 
diagnose the illness. 

AMA Grand National Champion 
Steve Eklund found that his sour luck 
on Friday had followed him into the 
short track as he came up just a bike- 
length short of transferring out of his 
heat and then found himself in the 
same position in the semi. Eklund did 
win the Trophy Race, but it was little 
consolation. 


Time Trials 

There was no room for mistakes in 
qualifying. Sixty would go on to the 
National program from the 125 
present. Those 60 were to squeeze into 
a time span of 0.53 second. 


John Gennai came out on top of the 
pack on his Sonny Kenyon-sponsored 
Yamaha, tripping the clocks at 14.82 
seconds just a couple of heart beats 
ahead of Mickey Fay. Scott Pearson 
put his Circle Bell Enterprises’ Bultaco 
into third fast time after being on top 


the night before. Fourth and fifth were 
Brad Hurst on the Messler Performance/ 
KRW Honda and Ronnie Jones. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Billy 
Labrie, Gene Church, Steve Morehead, 
Jeff Haney and Mike Caves. Kenny 
Roberts qualified 13th while Randy 
Goss was 19th. Steve Eklund was dis- 
appointed with his 35th spot on the list. 


Dome short track winner in 1974, 
Mike Gerald put his Yamaha into 15th 
spot to show that he hadn't lost the 
knack. “Tell everyone that King 
Crawdad is back,” quipped the ever- 
smiling Gerald. He failed to make the 
National. 

Mike Inderbitzen was the final 
qualifier with a clocking of 15.35 
seconds. 


Heats 

The match up in turn one of the 
first heat was between former ‘Dome 
winners Kenny Roberts and Mike 
Gerald. The pair banged for the first 
lap with Roberts showing that what 
little practice he had had — (“I've only 
ridden a couple times.”) didn’t hurt 
his ability to mix it up. 

Gerald soon found himself on the 
short end of the stick with Gennai 
sneaking past on lap two. Meanwhile, 
Goss was charging from the back of 
the pack while Scott Parker, aboard 
the ailing Jay Springsteen’s Harley 
factory mount was checking out the 
ground in turn one. Parker stayed 
down and out. 








berts (inset) and went on to win. 


By lap five Roberts had 10 bike- 
lengths on Gennai as Goss continued 
to work his way into a challenging 
position dropping Rookie of the Year 
candidate Gene Church into fourth. 

In the final lap Goss closed on Gen- 
nai, but his charge halted as he slipped 
momentarily allowing Gennai`™- to 
follow Roberts to the National. 

Terry Poovey's ride was over before 
it began as mechanical problems side- 
lined the Texas charger before he got 
off the line. Lance Jones grabbed the 
initial lead, but it was Mickey Fay and 
Alex Jorgensen, aboard a Can-Am, 
crossing the line first at the end of lap 
one. 

While the fight up front was going 
on, Steve Morehead was putting his 
Doug Sehl built monoshock Harley- 
Davidson through its paces on his way 
to fourth. Jorgy challenged Fay while 
Morehead shadowed Jones, but the 
positions did not change. 

The battle of the rookies took place 
in heat three with American Honda's 
Jeff Haney and Freddie Spencer going 
for it. Haney anticipated the start, 
bringing out the red flag. 

On the restart it was Haney again 
with Scott Pearson taking over quickly. 
Spencer's ride quickly came to a halt 
with a balky gear box. By lap three 
Haney had moved by Pearson in turn 
three for the lead and the front two 
were set. Billy Schaeffer hounded 
Pearson for the final half noting later 
that he felt he had waited too long to
